Ince the Arrival of the French King's late De- 
mands and Reſolutions, ( Suppoſing this Crown 
to be more diſpoſed to Enlarge their Conceſſions, 
to the advantage of Portugal. ) I thought good to 
make uſe of the opportunity, and both in Private, 
and Publick, endeavour to gain what Portugal de- 
ſires : And having had by me a Servant of Sir Robert 
Southwel's, I ſtaid him Long, making a pretence of 
his Diſpatch to try all the Mediums whereby I hop- 
ed to obtain this Matter. He is now on his way 
back to Lisbon, I having made all the uſe of his ſtay 
here, and driven the Point as far as I could, the Iſſue 
whereof in ſhort is; that I cannot perſwade this 
Crown to give me any Aſſurance of the Particulars 
they will grant, (more than is already in the Truce 
of Forty Five Years ) for the ſatisfaction of Portugal, 
nor in general, that they will grant any thing more; 
but they do inſiſt to have the Truce to be ſent as it 
Is, and Rely upon its taking Effect by the Authority 
of my Maſter's Mediation, conſidering alſothe Good-

TI will not trouble you with Complaints of 
what is paſt, leaſt you ſhould think I have forgot all 
the Moral Precepts we have fo often ſtudied toge- 
ther at Chriſt-Church, Epictetus, Seneca, and my 
Beloved Marcus Antonin ; and ſhould find me as ill 
a Philoſopher in the Practick, as you know me to be 
in Speculation. But I will rather comfort you, by 
aſſuring you, that notwithſtanding all at home, 1 
would by no means be underſtood to repent of this 
Journey, which hath recompenced thoſe Domeſtick 
Prejudices, by many Honours I havereceiv'd in this 
Court, by the ſucceſs of our Treaty, and by an Ex- 
Perience in thoſe Affairs, whereof I hope to reap

50 Letters from the ſeveral Ambaſſadors 
principally in enquiring into, and debating all the

I Have had none from your Lordſhip ſince yours 
of June the 27th 3 which makes me doubt your 
Eordſhips Letters of late have had foul play, as well 
as many of mine. 

Since my laſt, I have received a Packet from 
Sir Robert Hout hmell from Lisbon, acquainting me 
with his Memorial, and manner of Audience, and 
Anſwer by the King of Portugal, upon occaſion of 
perſwading that King, in my Maſter's Name, to ac- 
cept of the Treaty of 45 Years Truce, concluded 
here on their behalf; the account whereof your 
Lordſhip will ſee in the eneloſed Copies of his Di- 
ſpatches to me upon that Subject; the Subſtance 
whereof, I communicated by word of Mouth, to 
the Lords Commiſfioners J treat with at a Junta in 
the Palace, which was ſummoned for that end; for 
F 2 indeed, 
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indeed, I thought it neceſſary preſently to commu- 
nicate this Succeſs unto this Court; that no Party 
of theſe Counſellors might feed themſelves with 
vain hopes, That perhaps the Truce we had adjuſted, 
would be accepted by. Portugal, but that they might 
preſently conſult ſuch farther Conceſſions as are ne- 
ceflary to effect the Adjuſtment. * 

After I had communicated this Affair, the Lords 
withdrew, and at their return asked me what Spain 
might now expect from the Friendſhip, and Honou- 
rable Refolution of the King my ' Maſter. Since 
Portugal had refuſed to accept the Truce his Maje- 
ſty had agreed with this Crown, as good for them? 
T reply'd, It was not poſſible for me to gueſs at that, 
beeauſe my Maſter had not yet ſo much as ſeen the 
Truce concluded, by reaſon of the miſcarriage of 
their Meſſenger from Bilboa; and fo we concluded 
that Meeting.

me intervening Letters of your Lordſhip's to me, 
are miſcarried: And it is not to be wondered at, if 
amidſt the Diſturbances between us and France, and 
between France and this Crown, and eſpecially in ſo 
critical a Conjuncture, our Correſpondence hath 
met with fo many Difficulties ; for I find likewiſe 
that your Lordſhip hath not leſs reaſon to complain 
than I, ſince you acknowledge none of mine ſince 
that of May 11. N. S. ; your Lordſhip will find by 
the encloſed Liſt, how many from hence ſince that 
time you may either give for loſt, or yet expect. 

That which I moſt deplore, is the loſs of our 
great Pacquet ſent from Bilboa, which carried our 
Treaties, and many other Diſpatches z and the de- 


lay of the other ſo long at Cadiz, which I = 
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hear was diſpatch'd thence in a Merchant Ship, he 
Ellis or Francis for England, the ad Inſtant this 
Stile. But conſidering the Hazards at this time of 
the Sea, and that the French and Dutch may be ve- 
ry thick about the Entrance into the Charnel; and 
that the Ratification-of the Commerce, within the 
time limited, may be of much importance, I have 
agreed, and ſent the Treaties hy a Courier of the 
Pope's Nuncio's into Flanders, the 3d Inſtant, N. S. 
and I have likewiſe for better ſecurity, diſpatched 
Mr. Sheers, a Gentleman of my Company, the 17th 
of this Month Expreſs to your Lordthip, with other 
Copies of our Treaties, Duplicates of fuch of my 
late Letters as are of moſt importance, and particu- 
lar Accounts of the Portugal Affair; I expect he is

fwerd with reſpect due to ſuch a Meſſage, and to the 
Honour his Majeſty intended therein.

And I do 
not yet diſcern that they are diſpoſed ſingly to enter 
into a League with Portugal alone.

Am preparing a Diſpatch at large for your Lord- 
ſhip, touching the Portugal Affair and the 
League, and have ſent to the Ketch at Corunna, to 
go to Billoa, and expect my Expreſs there, which 
I judge the ſpeedieſt and moſt ſure way of convey- 
ance, that Matters of this great importance do re- 
quire. In the mean time, I think it is neceſſary to 
adviſe your Lordſhip of Mr. Sheers's welcome Arri- 
val here, November the 18th; and that the Lords 
Commiſſioners at a Junta at the Palace, November 
24. O. S. exchanged with me the Ratifications of 
the Treaty; and ſince that, the Cardinal of Aragon, 
the Inquiſitor General, the Duke of Medina, the + 
Conde de eneranda, and the Marquis de la Fuente, 
have been ſeverally with me at my Houſe, to givg 
me the Enora buena of it, and I have returned their 
Viſits. I intend to ſend your Lordſhip the Queen 
of Spain's Ratitication, whereof I am poſſeſt, by 
Mr. Godolpbin. | 

It is fit alſo to acquaint your Lordſhip of the pro- 
bability of my going in Perſon to Lisbon about the 
beginning of next Week, the Queen continuing to 
urge it upon me this Afternoon again; and alths' 
& 4 the 
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the time of Year be very rigorous, and the Succeſs 
uncertain, yet my E Conveniences, or Ha- 
zards, come in no ſort pf Competition with the per- 
formance of thoſe Offices of my Maſter's Mediation, 
which his Majeſty's Inſtructions and Intereſt oblige 
me unto. 
ſhall only farther take leave to write a Word in 
anſwer to the Kind Expreſſions in your Lordfhip's 
Letter, touching my Intereſt in the Wardrobe-Of- 
fice; concerning which, I have not had a word of 
account from any of my Servants, until Mr. Sheers 
arrived, and that I perceive is after Reſolutions ta- 
ken up; I wiſh I had been preſent, for without Ar- 
rogance, I know no Body could have adviſed his 
Majeſty better in that Affair than I can do. But, my 
Lord, in general, no Man is more glad of his Majeſty's 
vigorous Reſolutions to retrench Expences, and re- 
gulate his Offices than I am ; and I heartily wiſh it 
may be done univerſally and effectually; and for my 
own Intereſt, I ſhall make no new declaration unto 
your Lordſhip, but reviye the remembrance of my 
Maſter's firſt reception of me into his Grace and Fa- 
vour, which was placed upon a Perſon already ſtruck 
with the Ingratitude my youthful Follies had drawn 
me into, towards the King my Maſter, the Son of 
whoſe Servant I was, andof a Family obliged unto 
the Crown for many Generations ; and being in this 
Condition, Ged knows, from no other Principle of 
Intereſt, let malicious Enemies foam what Malice 
they pleaſe, my Heart entertain d his Majeſty's Kind- 
neſs with unexpreſſible Joy, and Reſolutions ever to 
ſerve him with unſtain d Fidelity; and from that 
Hour I have with a conſtant Current of Affection 
performed the ſame, and am incapable of alteration 
by any Humane Aecidents. I never propoſed unto 
my ſelf Imployment, Honour, or Fortune, ro 
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what the King my Maſter voluntarily caſt upon me; 
his Majeſty is the beſt Judge what a kind of Servant 
I am, and what proportion is fit for me and my Fa- 
mily. I deſire neither more, nor in any other man- 
ner than is to the full Pleaſure and Satisfaction of 
his Majeſty: And therefore, my Lord, let his Ma- 
jeſty pleaſe himſelf fully in the regulation of the 
Office, if he think it not beſt to hear me in that 
matter when I come home; and for the Salary or 
Profits of my Place, let his Majeſty order it as is for 
his Service, conſidering future Times, and thoſe that 
ſhall ſucceed, without any regard to my particulars :

Bearer Richard Gerald, my Servant, of whoſe Care 

and Diligence J have had much experience, inſtru-

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Qing him to imbark here in the firſt Veſſel bound for 
any part of England, and to put them into your 
Lordſhip's Hands, as I do intend my felf at your 
Lordſhip's Feet, with all the ſpeed I can. 

I ſend to your Lordſhip incloſed the Copies of 
two Papers from my Lord Ambaſſador; the one 
upon a League with this Crown, that part thereof 
at leaſt whereby we may hope to extend our Trade; 
the other of the Woolls of Spain, relating to one 
Section of the former; which I thought fit to lay 
before your Lordſhip as early as I could; and it is 
not improbable, conſidering the ill time of the Year 
for Travel by Land, but that this may be with your 
Lordſhip before me: If my Fortune prove the bet- 
ter, I thall be able to expoſe to your Lordſhip all 
the Conſiderations at large we have had upon that 
and other Subjects; and I hope to give your Lord- 
ſhip a good account of the time I have ſpent in this 
Kingdom.

Hether it be the Intereſt of the Crown of 
England to make a League with Spain, 
or no, is impoſſible for me to give well grounded 
Advice, having been two Years unacquainted with 
the Nothern Affairs; yet in my opinion, it ſeems 
to be a very favourable Conjuncture for the King 
my Maſter's Intereſt z That Spain and France are 
engaged in a War; and all means poſſible ſhould be 
uſed to keep the ſame on foot, and neither ſuffered 
to prevail ſo much as may endanger England, or 
render the other ſo weak as to be forced to accept 
a Peace upon any Terms. 

The principal uſe I can be of in this matter, is 
ſtill with all fidelity to expoſe unto his Majeſty's 
View, what I am able to Collect of the preſent ſtate 
of Affairs in theſe Parts, and what particulars occur 


to my conceit in caſe a League proceed; which is 
as followeth, 


Perceiving 
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Perceiving by your. Lordfhips of October 17th. 
that in your parts of the World, it is apprehended 
that Spain will agree with France upon any Terms, 
and that ſeveral Circumſtances are already moving 
that way, to the Notions I had gotten in my ordi- 
nary converſation of this matter, 1 have added 
what Art, and Induſtry can procure; and all I can 
Learn that hath paſſed in this Affair is, That the 
Pope's Mediation is accepted by both Crowns ; Hol- 
land hath offered no Mediation; the King my Ma- 
ſter hath, but they dare not declare the Acceptance 


of it, becauſe of the impoſſibility of the Concur- 


rence of the King my Maſter's, and the Pope's Mini- 
ſters; the Pope offered his Firſt, and ſo is not to be 
diſobliged, nevertheleſs this Crown highly eſteems 
my Maſter's Mediation, and puts as much confidence 
in him, as in any Prince in Europe, and will be 
very glad to receive and follow his advice in the 
Treaty. 97 | 
The French have propoſed for the Places of Con- 
greſs, Cologne, Leige or Munſter. The Spaniards 
have accepted neither of them, but have propoſed 
Rome, Venice, or the Pyrenees; unto this propoliti- 
on SHain hath received no Anſwer as yet. The Pope 
hath: Pitched upon one Abbot Franchoty (nom in 
Cologne) to Employ in this Mediation. But the 

i Ambaſſador at Rome Excepted againſt him 
for ſome reaſons, and the French Ambaſiador there 
hath done the ſame for other reaſons; ſo that the 
Pope hath declined him, and I do not hear that 
any other yet is named in his place. I cannot learn 
that the Cardinal Nuntio here at Aadrid hath re- 
ceived any Paſs from France, or is ſo much as thought 
of by the Pope for this Service. 


Touching 
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Touching the likelyhood of Peace to enſue, I 
find no body believing it. Spain cannot imagine a 
ſecurity to defend them from another Train of 
injuries next year, although they ſhould make a 
Peace. They thought the laſt Peace of the Pyre- 
nees ſolemnly ſworn unto, as good a ſecutity of that 
kind, as can be had ſor the future, yet it ſeems that 
was not enough, Neither can Spain yield the Pof- 
ſeſſion of what is already gotten by the French, or 
ſo much as any one Town upon their pretenſions, 
which is the Nullity of the Queen of France her Re- 
nunciations, for then they open-a Title for France 
to all the reſt of the Branches, and even to the 
Monarchy it ſelf; and ſuch is the preſent Great- 
neſs of that Crown, that it cannot be believed they 
will adjuſt upon any other Terms. Beſides tne pre- 
parations they have made againſt the Spring both 
in Alſatia, and towards Spain and Ttaly, do not 
look as if France meant a Peace, whatever th 
ſay, and many believe it neceflary for the Gover- 
ment of Frante to keep up the War, who have a 
Nobility and People ſo diſguſted; that otherwiſe 
it will be hard to contain them in Obedience. 
They ſay France expreſſes a forwardneſs to Peace 
only out of deſign to make Spain and the Empire 
flacken their preparations againſt Summer, and to 
make Neighbour Princes ſlacken' theirs alſo, and 
be kept in a fear of making their Leagues, leaſt 
France ſhould adjuſt with Spain, and turn its Fury 
upon ſuch Princes as ſhall appear moſt forward to 
{top his Proceedings. 1 | 

In obedience to the King's Commands, I uſe my 
utmoſt endea / ours, to ſend his Majeſty the laft 
mind of Spain towards a League, and ſhall particu- 
larly apart by it ſelf, give your Lordſhip an Ac- 
count of my Method in it, and Succeſs.

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In cafe a League goes forward, I think there is 
no doubt but it will be mutually agreed, that no 
proceedings ſhall be had with France without the 
Conſent and Satisfaction of each other. The bene. 
fits my Maſter can receive by the Leagne, in my 
View are; the keeping the War between the two 
Crowns a Foot, and being Arbiter of the Power of 
Chriſtendom, as his Predeceſſors have been, one of 
which gave the Motto, Cui adheres preeſt, and 
doubtleſs this is the true Intereſt of the Crown of 
England. 
- Then, ſince his Majeſty hath no War to exerciſe 
his Naval Forces in, methinks it ſeems a great con- 
venience to keep a Fleet of 20, or 30 Ships always 
in the Seas, at the Coſt of another Prince, whereby 
they will be ready to return at ſhort warning upon 
any Emergent Occaſion that may happen at Home, 
and bea School to train up able-Sea-Men and Com- 
manders, and keep the beſt of them til] under my 
Maſter's immediate Service, and Dependance. Per- 
haps Land Forces alſo in like manner, kept on the 
other ſide the Water may have the ſame convenience 
in it. In caſe France ſhould Invade my Maſter's 
Dominions, methinks Spa (who can contribute 
no Aſſiſtance but Mony) may be demanded mony 
to pay an Army in England to repel Invaſions, and 
ſuppreſs Inſurrections; then for the General incon- 
veniences of obliging England to keep ſtronger 
Guards at home by Sea, and Land. Fhe damage

all the French Ports, in the Channel, and Bay of 
Biſcay, and by the Navy of France in the Mediter- 
anean, and expoſing our Iſlands and Plantations a- 
broad to danger. Your Lordſhip will in my other

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half a fathome in the midway between Zuexgs- 
Ayres and the Rivers Mouth. The water is freſh 
by the Ship's fide, good to drink or boyle withal, 
although it be at a High Water, and ſpring Tide, 
There is a bank of Sand, that runs quite thwart the 
River, beginning 2 or 3 Leagues below Buenos-Ay-

Now very lately 
the Conſejo of the Indies, hath given a Licence to a par- 
ticular perſon, to ſend a Ship of 250 Tuns Burthen 
thither to Trade, for which Licence he Pays gooo 
pieces of 8 By the Information I have of this Place, I 
take it to hea very conſiderable Trade, and Improve- 
able, becauſe it hath the ſole Traffick of thoſe 
parts of America, and. ſo great, and eaſie Correſpon- 
dence, with two ſo Great, and Rich Kingdoms, 
as Peru and Chili are; and yet they ſay, the Trade 
with thoſe Parts of theſe Kingdoms, that lie con- 
veniently for Correſpondence with Buenos-Ayres, 
will be little Prejudice to the Spaniards Trade by 
by his Calleons in the South-Sea to Panama. 

I believe alſo the Spaniards, (though they will 
not admit a General Trade ) may without much 
Inconveniences, give Leave every Voyage, for 2 
or 3 Exglich Ships to go with the Flota from Svil 
to the res, and Trade, and return in company 
with the Flota to S227] again, and the like for other 
3 in company with the Galltons; but I do not eſ- 
teem this ſo great an Advantage.

Woolls are next in fineneſs, and in Ke manner are 
ſold at 50 Reales Vell the Aroba. And aliſia 
Woolls are the worſt and courſeſt, and are in like 
manner ſold at 20 Reales the Arroba. 

He that buys the Segovia and Soria Woolls at the 
firſt Hand, does waſh them, and then divides them 
into a firſt, ſecond, and third ſort: The firſt they 
call in Spain refined Woolls, which is of the part ot 
the Fleece which is beſt grown: The ſecond ſort is 
of the part of the Fleece which falls towards the 
Belly and Flanks of the Sheep: The third ſort is the

The Wooll being thus divided every fort is put up 
by it ſelf in Canvas-Bags that will hold from 7 Ar- 
roba's to 8, arid from thence carried to the ſeveral 
Ports to be Shipped off.

Being in the Ports every Bag of 200 J. weight in 
Sortment, is ſold from 1350, to 1400 Reales Yellow, 
being Segovia Cloth-Woolls: It is faid Cloth-Woolls 
in diſtinction from the Segovia Lambs Wool, whete- 
with they make no Cloth but Hats.

Since my laſt to my Lord Arlington, of the 4th 
Inſtant, N. S. I hear that Sir Tho. Allen, hath clear- 
ed his own and other two or three Frigats in Ports 
Mahon, and is returned before Argiers, without co- 
ming to the Coaſt of Spain, as he once intended. 
It's very likely he may meet with ſome of them on 
return with their Prizes. A French Man of War 
hath retaken one of the Engliſh Baccallao-Men, with 
17 Moors carrying her to Argiers. 

Mr. Travers who was Conſul of Galicia, is lately 
dead: He was an Inhabitant of Pantevedra in that 
Country 3o Yearsz I know but one Engliſh 
Man that lives in that place, but he is not of Expe- 
rience enough to be Conſul, nor to give the Afli- 
ſtance requiſite to the Engliſh Ships that put in fre- 

uently there, and ſtand always in need of ſome 
Expe rt Man to appear. for them on occaſions before 


the Capt, General, who Commands there, and is an 
Enemy 
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Enemy to our Nation; inſomuch as IJ have more 
Complaints on Injuries under his Government, 
than from all the others of Spain. There is an riſþ 
Man whom I knew at the Groyne, and one or two 
more who live thereabouts, of long Experience in 
the Country, and Active Men; who, I believe, 
would remove to Pontevedra, or where elſe the Cap- 
tain General may chuſe to reſide, for the Honour 
and Title of Conſul, which is of much more Trouble 
than Value in that Country, I have yet had no Ap- 
plication made to me touching the ſame : But it 
my Lord pleaſes to ſend me a Blank Commiſſion for 
a Conſul there, I will give it to the ableſt and wor- 
thieſt Man I can hear of; which therefore I pray 
move to his Lordſhip; And I think'you had beſt 
ſhew him this. And becauſe Galicia may be out of 
your Road, I have cauſed the incloſed Draught of a 
Commiſſion to be made, which will ſerve the turn, 
and be void of Miſtakes, and ſave you ſo much trou- 
ble. You may tell my Lord, that this being the 
Country of Rabadavia Wine, his Fees are likely to 
be paid in that Coin. |

N the 18th of the laſt Month, 1 acknowledged 
two of yours, wherein you deſired to be in- 
formed, whether Letters from Madrid, or any o- 
ther part of Spain, for England, are paye ind 
franked for any part of the way; as alſo to have al 
Notices I could ſend you of the Spaniſh Poſteries, &. 
What I haye been ſince able to collect touch- 
ing this Affair, briefly follows. . 
Ihe Correo Mayor of Spain, hath in Madrid three 
Offices kept in diſtin places: The firſt for ex- 
raordinary Expreſſes, and the other two for ordina- 
ry Poſts and Communications abroad. 
Of theſe latter, the one is employed in ſending 
and receiving Copriers to and from Jtaly and Flar- 
ders; as alſo to and from the farthermoſt parts of 
Catalonia, and ſome parts of Valencia; the Flanders 
Courier, which alone of theſe will concern our pur- 
poſe, during the Summer, uſually arrives, every o- 
ther Friday, in 15 Days from Bruſſels ; but in ths 
Winter, tarrying 2 or 3 Days longer 'in the way, 
comes not in here till the Sunday, or Munday after, 
and is conſtantly diſpatched hence for Flanders on 
the Wedneſday following. This Courier brings with 
- kim all Letters from Jruſſels, as well as thoſe w_ 
I A ee 
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from other parts ſhall have concentred there, and in 
his Paſſage hither takes up at Paris ſuch as he finds 
there for this place, which are put into his Hands by 
the Sieur Richard, and pay the ſame Port with thoſe 
from Bruſſels, viz. 6 Reals 7 late per Ounce, which 
is ſtill paid here on delivery of the Letters. In like 
manner for what Letters are diſpatched hence by him 
for Bruſſels, or to be left at Parzs, we pay nothing, 
neither are they franked for any part of the way; 
thoſe for Paris are carried gratis by this Courier, 
who leaves the valuation as well as benefit of their 
Port to the Sieur Richard, in conſideration of his aſſi- 
ſtance in the forwarding and encreaſing the Mail to 
and fro, with ſuch Letters as lie ready there for the 
Stage it goes to, or other Agreement between them, 
The other Office manageth the conveyance of all 
Letters between this Town and Navarre, Biſcay, 
Galicia, Portugal, Andaluſia, and the adjoyning parts 
of Valencia, which paſs to and fro in four different 
Maſter Roads, and are carried by diſtinft Couriers, 
that come in and go out every Week upon ſeveral, 
but ſet Days; and are fa diſpoſed, that they convey 
to and from all parts of Spain, except only Catalunna, 
and fome part of Valencia; which, with all places 
reduced to thoſe Roads, are above mentioned to be- 
long to the firſt Office of ordinary Poſts, which is 
vulgarly called, The Flanders Poſt-houſe, as this is 
the Caſtile Poſt-houſe. The Spaniſh Port of Letters 
is very ſmall, in reſpect of the Engliſh, or French, 
lince a Packet of 3 or 4 Sheets ot Paper, pays no 
more than a ſingle Letter; and from any of the fur- 
thermoſt parts of Spain, as Cadiz, Alicant, Barce- 
lona, &c. pays here only a half Real Yellon, which 
correſponds to about 3 Farthings, Engliſh, aud ſo 
proportionably for larger Packets; every Writer 
marking or ſuperſcribing the Port he thinks fit, and 
| | the 
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the Letters which he ſends. But it muſt be noted; 
that Portugal being now under a diſtinct Govern- 
ment from the reſt of Spain, the Letters thence, 
which come all from Lisbon, pay their Port in Plate, 
according to the ſame Rule and Proportion with 
tlioſe of Cadix, &c. are already ſaid to obſerve in 
Vellon; by which means, a ſingle Letter from Lis. 
bon, pays ſo much more than one from Cadiz, &c. 
by how much a half Real Plate; is of greater value 
than a half Real Yellon, which is 3 Pence to 5 Far- 
things. 

. Touching the Method and Practice uſed in Spain, 
in the ſending any Letters over Land to England, 
wherein you deſired eſpecially to be informed; I 
muſt adviſe you, that here in Madrid we commonly 
make uſe of two Conveyances ; for either we in- 
_ cloſe and ſend our Letters by the Spaniſh Ordinary, 
to St. Sebaſtian, or Pamplona; whence they are car- 
ried by a particular Meſſenger to Bayonne in France, 
where our Correſpondent paysa ſmall Port, accord- 
ing to the Stile of Spain, with ſomething more to 
the ſaid Meſſenger, charging the fame back on us; 
or elſe, if he be ſo directed, on thoſe in England, 
for whom the Letters are, and forward them by the 
French Poſts, which opportunity we have Weekly. 
Or elſe we ſend them by the Flanders Courier every 
I4 Days, which carries them under cover to the 
Sieur Richard at Paris; and what is practiſed be- 
ſides in this Conveyance, you will have read above, 
and that we pay nothing for fuch Letters here. 
I am informed in this Matter from Litbon, that 
ſuch Letters as they ſend over Land to Exgland, they 
incloſe to their Correſpondents in Madrid, who diſ- 
burſe the Port due here, and forward them by one of 
the two laſt mentioned Conveyances from Cadiz; 


that for all Letters they intend for France, England, 
$74 | | or 
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or any Foreign Parts, they are forced to pay upon 
their delivery there, two Reals Plate per Ounce, and 
2 half Real Plate for every fingle Letter to the Cor- 
reo Mayor, or Poſt-Maſter of that' City, which he 
exafts from them for his-own particular Profit, for 
the Care and Pains he pretends to take in the giving 
a ſafe Conveyance to their Letters, without frank- 
ing them for any part of the way. LIT 
From Sevi their practice is to incloſe their Let- 
ters for England, under a Superſcriptian to the 
Sieur Richard at Paris, without pay ing or advancing 


any Money for them; in which Conveyance they 
have experienced very few Miſcarriages. From A. 
laga and Alicant, likewiſe they pay for ſuch Letters 


which they deliver to thoſe Poſt-Maſters, without a- 
ny other Direction than barely their own reſpective 
Superſcriptions for England. Now the Poſt- Ma- 
ſters of Cadiz, Sevil, Malaga and Alltcant, take 
ſuch Letters as they find put into their ſeveral Offi- 
ces for Foreign Parts, and bind them up in Packets, 
with Direction to the chief Officer of the Flanders 
Poſt-houſe in Madrid, who is reſponſible for their 
Port to the Poſt-Houſe of Caſtile; and he afterwards 

ſeparates out all Letters directed to Paris, or an 
3 in England, and ſends them by the Flanders 
Zourjer to the Sieur Richard, with Advice from 
whence each Parcel came, thar the faid Richard may 
refund to him the Caſtile Port; by which you may 
perceive that the Allegations you menrion of the 
Sieur Richard, have not been without ground, and 
that it is very reaſonable his Disburſements for the 
Port of theſe Letters from Cadiz, Sevil, &c. to 
Madrid, ſhould be fatisfied to him, provided he doth 
make the Account according to the Stile of Spain, 
and not adjuſt it with the Rule of France: But here 
it is fit to adyertiſe you, that the overvaluing = 
8 aid 
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ſaid Caſtile Ports, if there be any, may poſlibly ariſe 
from the chief Officer of the Flanders Poſt-houſe in 
this Town, whoſe Reckonings to the Sieur Richard 
upon this account, may perhaps exceed what he re. 
ally lays out; and indeed, if plain dealing in this 
matter be punctually obſerved, the Spaniſh Port is ſo 
inconſiderable, that I believe the quantity of Letters 
coming from the aboveſaid Places, and going by this 
Conveyance to Exgland, charged with one Penny, 
or very little more per Ounce, upon account of the 
Caſtile Port, will hardly deſerve to be any occaſion 


of difference between the Poſt-Offices of England and 


France, ſince the Engliſh Factories in thoſe Cities, 
ſend not all their Letters by this Conveyance, but 
many of them by the way of Bayonne aboveſaid, 
where their Correſpondent fully diſcharges the Spa- 
mf Port; which is all I have to ſay concerning 
Letters ſent by Land from Spain to England. 

As to any Tariffs, Regulations, or any thing of 


the like nature, touching the Poſtery of Spain, I 


have not been able to meet with any here, either in 
Print or Manuſcript. But for the giving you ſome 
farther Inſtruction in what is peculiar to our Engl: 
Correſpondence ; I think it not amiſs to take notice 
of the general Complaint of our Merchants in theſe 
parts; which is, that notwithſtanding all Letters 
coming to them from England, advance in London a 
conſiderable Port, and are franked to Bourdeaux, 


yet their Correſpondent at Bayonne, which they are 


forced to entertain for that Conveyance, charges 
them with the entire Port from London thither, and 
again the Poſt-Maſters of Malaga, Allicant, &c. re. 
quire the ſame, as if there had been nothing paid 
before; and this many times, altho they come from 
Bayorne, or Madrid, under new covers, which thoſe

Maſters will break open, upon ſuſpic incloſe 
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incloſe any Foreign Letters; inſomuch that they are 
often forced to pay thrice for the ſame Letters: 
And as for thoſe which come by the Flanders Cou- 
rier, the franking them to Jourdeaux, is altogether 
ſuperfluous, ſince they are carried by the French Poſts 
no farther than Paris, and pay here equal Port with 
thoſe-from Bruſſels, all which we are forced to ſub- 
mit to, that our Letters may not be detained, and I 
believe might eaſily be remedied, if there were a 
perfect Underſtanding between the Poſt-Maſters of 
the three Kingdoms; ſo that no Letters might pay 
any thing until they came unto their laſt Receivers, 

There is another Abuſe which the Poſt-Maſters of 
Cadiz, Sevil, Malaga, and Allicant, impoſe on the 
Engliſh reſiding in thoſe parts, by conſtraining them 
to pay for Foreign Letters two Reals Plate per Ounce 
more than what was due for them at Madrid, tho 
they go hence by the Caſtile Poſts, and ſhould in rea- 
ſon contract no more Port than the ordinary Spaniſh

Your Lordihip hath heard the great Lamentation 
and Mourning in Lisbon, for the Abuſes offered to 
the Conſecrated Hoſt, in the Church of Odivellas, 
near that City, by the Stealing, Cutting, and Tramp- 
ling them under foot; the Authors whereof, not- 
withſtanding all diligence uſed, are not diſoovęred; 
tho” two Eminent Merchants, and a Doctor of Phy- 
ſick, have been lately apprehended on ſuſpicion, The 
Prince is ſo much exaſperated, That he hath paſſed 
a Decree to the Dezembargo do Paſſo, exterminating 
all the confeſſed new Chriſtians, as well thoſe that 
have come out of the Inquiſition in times paſt, as 
that ſhall come out for the future: But it is ſuppo- 
ſed the Decree will be moderated in that Court, 
ſince the execution thereof will ruine all the Com- 
merce of Portugal, there being very few Traders be- 
fides the new Chriſtians ; and moreover the Shop- 
keepers, which are ſo in L#boy, owe to the Erg, 
Italians, and other Strangers, above 600@c0 Crowns; 
of which they will not pay a Fartbing, if baniſhed, 
but find ways to hide their Jewels and Money. The 
Prince hath ſince the Decree came out, added to the 
Judges of the Dezembargo do Paſſo 4 Biſhops, and 6 
of the Conſelbo do Stado; who, tis ſuppoſed, will 
mitigate ſomething of his Highneſſes Decree. They 
write farther from that Court of the Nuncio's Au- 
dience the 25th paſt, that it was with a very mean 
Equipage; that he was attended thereunto by the 
Marquis of Niza, the firſt Marquis of Portugal; 
and that he had offended the Nobility, by taking the 
K 2 Hand 
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Hand in his own Houſe of Don Theodofio, a Clergy- 


man, Brother to the Duke of Cadaval; who there. 
upon demands Satisfaction of the Nuncio ; which, it 
is thought, he muſt give him, or live very uneaſie a. 


mong thoſe Fidalgos. 


The Conde de Oropeſas Death hath made a great 
remove of Preſidents in this Court; the Conde de 
Penaranda ſucceeds him in the Pref: identſhip of Italy, 
The Count of Medellin ſucceeds Penaranda in that 
of the Indies, leaving the Preſidentſhip de Ordenes 
void, which entertained a great ſtrife between the 
Conſtable of Caſtile, and Cardinal of Aragon; the 
former deſiring it for himſelf, the other for Don Pe- 
dro his Brother, recalled from Naples. The Conſta- 


ble repreſented to the Queen, That tho he was of the 
Junta de Govierno and Council of State, yet he 


had no Sueldo from her Majeſty, thoſe Charges being 
without Salary, and therefore asked leave to retire 
from Court, the Expences thereof being ſo great as 
he could not ſupport them on his own Eſtate :- The 
Queen offered 125 the Virregnato of Naples; the 
Conſtable replied, With ail his Heart, ſo that her 
Majeſty would give him roooο Ducats to bear his 
Charges thither : After much ado, ſhe gave him 


the ſaid Prefidentſhip of Orders. 
The Prince of Monteſarchi is gone to Cadiz, to 


fit and haſten out the Indian Preparations mentioned 


in my laſt.

N our ſeparate Letters Januar) 1% we gave 
your Lordſhip an account of our meeting toge- 
ther in this Court, on the 9th, N. F. our firſt Au- 
diences of their Catholick Majeſty's on the 16th, 
which for want of our Equipage were in a private 
manner. Our Letter to the Secretary of the uni- 
verfal difpatch, the ſame night; the receipt on the 
17th. of your Lordſhip's December the 19th. and 
21ft. to me, the Ambaſſador Extraordinary, and 
diligences we had then made thereupon likewiſe 
the Queens appointment of the Conde de Penaranda 
to treat with us, ſignified to us by a letter from 
the above mentioned Secretary on the 19th, We 
now proceed to tell your Lordſhip, that on the 22d. 
we had our firſt Conference with the Conde de Vena- 
randa, which, he coming to Viſit us, began with 
many. complements on his on behalf towards the 
King our Maſter,and the integrity and good will 
he had always ſhewed towards his Royal Service, 
in the Negotiations he had managed with his Mini- 
ſters in this Court: We replyed all fitting expreſſions 
of our humble reſpects to their Catholick Majeſties, 


and the ſincere deſire we brought to do all thoſe 


things that might yet more firmly unite the two 
Crowns together, and alſo our Joy that the wor 
: X | TY N 48 | EE 
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Lad been pleaſed to name a Miniſter of ſp much Au- 
thority and Credit in this Government, and of 
whom the King our Maſter had ſo great value to 
confer with us, which we conſidered as a good 
Omen for the happy ſucceſs of our Affairs &c. He 
then made a long diſcourſe of the advantages which 
Exgland and Spain had in all times received, and 
hoped would continue to do ſo from their mutual 
Entercourſe, the kindneſs wherewith King Philip 
the 4th. received into his Dominions our Maſter, 
when driven from France at the Uſurper's Inſtance 3 
and ſince his happy Reſtoration that no Crown in 
Europe had more ſought his Alliance than this, or 
with more punctuality obſerved the agreements that 
had been made, which we anſwered with general 
expreſſions of our Maſter's good will to this Monar- 
chy, the Eſteem he bore to the perſon of the late 
King, the tenderneſs wherewith he took to heart 
the Intereſts of this, the care he had ſhewn to his 
Minority in all the Jate tranſactions, 3 
the peace of Aix la Chappel, the Guarantee hic 
he entered into thereupon, the three Years quiet 
and repoſe which Spain owed to his Majeſty's inter- 
vention, obliging the moſt Chriſtian King to ſub- 
mit his pretentions to the amicable way of Arbitre- 
ment, his conſtant affection and deſire to unite the 
two Crowns, by yet ſtricter obligations and friend- 
ſhips &c. 

Hence we pafſed to our buſineſs, which we be- 
gan with the great oftence our Maſter had taken at 
the Conde de Monterey's obſcure and reſerved man- 
agement of the late Treaty at the Hague, and all 
the fitting aggravations that might Juſtify his Ma- 
jeſty's reſentment of that Negotiation, in a conjun- 
cture when we had diſputes of ſo great moment with 
the States General, who, without doubt, would be 

confirmed 
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confirmed and heightened hereupon in that prid 
ald inſolence, which had already tranſported them 
to the doing us unſufferable Injuries. He ſaid they 
never heard here of any quarrel the King our Mafter 
had with the Hollanders till ſome weeks ago. I, 
the Ambaſſador Ordinary, told him they had 
been very impertinent towards his Majeſty. And 
for the Treaty at the Hague, that Don Mane de 
Tiras had no Commiſſion to make Overtures to the 
States General, but only to proceed with them 
upon what they ſhould think fit to propoſe for the 
mutual defence of the Low Countries; that it did 
not appear unreaſonable amidft the terrours which 
the vaſt preparations of France had given its Neigh- 
bours, for them to provide ſuch ſecurities towards 
their common ſafety, as the practice of all Nations 
allowed in caſes of the like danger; that whatever 
the King our Maſter ſhould deſire from them of 
the ſame nature, they wouid moſt readily agree un- 
to: That he did not believe Don Manue] had done 
any thing which was not very conſonant to their 
Treaty with France : That, whatever it was, the 
Governour of Flanders had orders to communicate 
it, and the. whole tranſaction thereof to the Conde 
de Molina, and he the ſame to the King our Ma- 
ſter, which I, the Ordinary Ambaſſador, thought a fit 
occaſion to purge my ſelf, of what your Lordſhip's 
of December the 4th. and 7th. told me the Conde de 
Molina had endeavoured there to perſwade his Ma- 
jeſty, viz. That in the beginning of laft Summer, 
when both Flanders and Holland were in equal ap- 
prehenſion of an Invaſion ſrom the French, they mu- 
tually promiſed one the other Succours in cafe that 
ſhould happen, and when this was done that I was 
formally acquainted with it here at Madrid: where- 


fore I repreſented to the Conde de Penaranda — 
alſe 


* 
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falſe Allegation, who abſolutely. denyed that any 
ſuch matter had been Communicated to me. He 
then Proteſted that he had not ſeen this Treaty, 
having been Intercepted by the French, contrar 
to publick Faith, which occalion he took to te 
us, that he hop d the Marques of Freſno would make 
in England ſome agreement for the Conveyance of 
Letters by Sea. We faid, that fnce the Treaty 
was not yet brought hither, we hoped the Queen 
would find cauſe from the Buſineſs we had to open 
unto her, to diſcountenance it whenever it came, 
and by no means to Ratify it, which was our firſt 
Inſtance to her Majeſty, and concluded this meeting, 
the Conde deſiring us to give him the ſame in writ- 
ing 3 which we did the day following, being the 
23d, by a Letter to him, asking at the ſame time 
another Conference, which he appointed to be the 
Next Day, and we had accordingly with him the 
24th, In this we expoſed to him the King our 
Maſter's deep Reſentment of the Dutch ill Behaviz 
our to him, as well by perfonal indignities, as many 
. Contraventions of the late Treaty, which his Ma- 
jeſty had hitherto difſembled not to diſcompoſe the 
Triple Alliance; his refolution at length to Right 
himſelf, God willing, by force of Arms, in Conjun- 
ction with the moſt Chriſtian King, diffatisfiedalſo 
with tke Inſolence of their Proceedings, who had 
been induced to aſſiſt our Maſter in this Quarrel. 
But though the King for his own Honour, and the 
good of his Kingdoms, had been obliged to this 
Reſolution, he would not formally engage in the 
undertaking, till he had provided ſuch ſecurity for 
the Peace between Spain and France, and ſuch far- 
ther conveniences for the Crown of Spain, as might 
ſuſtify to her Majeſty and the World, the great 
Concernments he had for the Intereſts of this Mon-

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archy. We then propoſed that this Crown would 
either Joyn with' the two Kings, our Maſter and 
the French in the War, or declare a Neutrality, 
with ſuch Conveniencies to Spain in either Caſe, as 
our private Inſtructions directed us to Offer: He 
anſwered little beſides his ſurprize at ſuch a deter- 


- mination, and the diſavowing any Knowledge here 


of our Maſter's differences with Holland, which he 
hoped were capable of being compoſed by a fair 
Mediation, which we would not ſeem to hearken 
unto, and then prayed us that we would give him 
what we had ſaid in writing, to the end he might 
repreſent the ſame to the Queen and Councel, 
which we did on the 26th. Signing it in the Exzliſh, 


but with a Tranſlation into Spaniſh; we have deſired 


a ſpeedy Anſwer, but as yet received none, and we 
think that the matter hath begotten ſo various opi- 
nions among theſe Miniſters, and is, in its own na- 
ture, fo difficult for them, that they will not come 
to any reſolution thereupon, ſo ſpeedily as we wiſh 
for his Majeſty's ſatisfattion. ——«

A Fter having given your Lordſhip an Accompt 
of what I have done, I would if Fcould tell 
you what 1 am like to do, which indeed is ſo hard 


to do, that I believe none of the Junta know their 
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own Minds, on which our Negotiation depends. 
They all deſire extreamly to aſſiſt the Durch, and 
would do it without any kind ot Heſitation, but 
for fear of the King, though the French were yet 
more Powerful than they are. I hope Mr. Godol- 
phin will be able to carry more certain News, which 
he grows very Impatient to do; ſo much he envys 
this Courier, as thinking him the happieſt man in 
the World. I ſend him now for what concerns 
the Duke, having another here ready if there ſhould 
be occaſion. His Marriage with the ArchDutcheſs 
is talk'd of as publickly as ſuch things uſed to be 
in other places, when a dozen people know them. 
Mr. Godolphin is very little ſatisfied with Madrid, 
though he has ſeen the fineſt thing which has been 
here a great while; a Comedy with Scenes and 
Machines, which the Prince: de Stigliano gave to 
the King and Queen in the Retiroz whither all 
the Ambaſſadors were Invited; and to accomodate 
the difficulty of Preſidency, on the pretence of not 
meeting with the Nuncio, he, and all the reſt were 
put into a Box on. the right hand of the Kings, and 
we were alone in one of the other Side; fo that the 
German Ambaſſador being one of thoſe, though the 
Nuncio and French were there, we had reaſon to 
be ſatisfied. This I write to let your Lordſhip ſee 
how ingenious theſe People are in ſuch things, 
which is not ſtrange, for I believe they think more 
of them than all the reſt of the World. I did not 
know whether I ſhould Viſit the Cardinal de Ara- 
gon, who is ofthe Junta, becauſe he gives the hand 
to no body in his own Houſe, which depending on

Juſtifiable a cauſe. to - ſuſpect, that her Majeſty 
cannot in this occaſion be an equal Mediator, hav- 
ing already teſtified her Partiality to one ſide; wher- 
unto we add, what by freſh advice from the Hague, 
we come to underſtand, that the King our Maſter's 
Ambaſlador there, having by divers Memorials de- 
manded Reparation of the late Indignities offered 
to his Flag, hath been ſo far from receiving any, 
that the States General have not Vouchſafed to re- 
turn him any Anſwer; whereupon his Majeſty hath. 
Recalled him thence, deſpairing of any other ſatis- 
faction in this Particular, than what his Arms 
through the bleſſing of God Almighty, ſhall be able 
to Obtain. From which behaviour of the ZoZand- 
ers may eaſily be Collected, how little diſpoſed 
they are to admit an impartial Mediation, and 
how much her Catholick Majeſty's Adhering to 
them, doth uphold and encreaſe their Inſolencies.

A- 
midſt the Joys they have to find their Party now fo 
much the ſtronger againſt France, the Friends of 
thoſe Miniſters in the North; Freſno, Monterey, and 
Lyra entertain every Body they meet with the com- 
petition for the Honour of this Work, each attri- 
buting it to his Friend; but the Hand of the former, 
hay ing been more immediate, carrieth the applauſe. 
The Marquis de Caſte! Rodrigo, Conde de Penaranda, 
and the Ambaſſador have viſited me with the Exzora 
buena, The Datch Ambaſſador only hath performed 
that Ceremony as yet by one of his Gentlemen, tel- 
ing me that his Maſter would come in Perſon as ſoon

on is more agreeable to the Pope's Intereſt, Some are 
of opinion here, That our Maſter will now interpuſe 
for. a general Peace, and acquit himſelf that way to- 
wards the Moſt Chriſtian King, which, in my hum.

N this Day ſevennight I received your Lord- 
thip's of February 23d, which I might have 
done a Week ſooner, if they would be contented 
on the way to read our Letters only, without de- 
taining them, till their Officers have leiſure to make 
Copies, or diſpoſe their Affairs accor- 
ding to the Contents they find, rendring by Out of 
this continual practice all the News of Eu- Cypher. 
rope their Intelligence, which nothing but 
Pacquet-Boats between England and Spain can avoid. 

Next Day I bad Audience of the Queen, deliver- 
ing to her the King our Maſter's Letter of the ſame 
23d on the Peaee with Holland, and offer of his 
Mediation for an amicable compoſure of the Diffe- 
rences with France, on which Subject I likewiſe 
ſpoke to her Majeſty 3 and afterwards for her better 
Memory, and to the end ſhe might remit it to the 
Council of State in my own terms, gave her a Pa- 
per of what I had ſaid in Spaniſh, with the ſame in 
Engliſh, Copies of both go here encloſed. 

On this buſineſs I have ſince viſited ſome of the 
principal Miniſters, the Conde de Penaranda, Mar- 
qu de Caſtel Rodrigo, &c. but find they are not yet 
ready to give me a poſitive Anſwer, which neither 
do I expect rill they have communicated with their 
Allies. In the mean time they load me with Com- 
plements, and ſuch Artificial Inſinuations as might 
perſwade 


—— ——— 
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perſwade a Man leſs expert among them than Iam, 
that they would throw themſelves entirely into our 
Maſter's Hands for either Peace or War; and ſome 
of them ſeem troubled to perceive I nnderftand theit 

meaning as well as their Languages: 

Out of I ſuſpe&t therr deſygn is to endeavour the 
Cypher. gaming his Amjeſty into ſome Leagne with 
them, or the Hollanders on their behalf, 

and afterwards to accept his Mediation, and this on 
retence of nenewing the Triple Alliante, or the like, 

They would be aſſured that we would inſiſt on their 
terms of a. Peace with France, be firſt a party, and 
then a Mediator; for they. think the Marquis de 
Freſno Omnipotent now in England, after bis late 
Succeſs ; not diſtinguiſhing between times, nor can 
dering the conjuncture to which he ows his good For- 
tune, that they ſhall be abſolute Aaſters of the Impe. 
rial, Engliſh, and Holland Councils, from which 
flattery, in which their Miniſters abroad, and Pride at 
home entertain them, it is incredible to what a pitch 
they raiſe their hopes of prevailing over France, and 
reducing that Crown to render up all its Congueſts o. 
ver this ſince the Treaty of the Pyreneans. 

To the imperial Army on the Rhine, their Obli- 
gation is 5000 Pieces of Eight.a Month, which is 
advanced till the end of Fuxe next, at which time 
they intend to advance for other 3 Months, and fo 
forward ſo long as it ſhall remain in this Service, to 
which they expect a new force of 20000 Men, en! 

Montecuculi's Perſon this Summer. The 

Out of Follanders promiſed a Diverſion of France 
Cypher. by Sea, blocking up its Ports, and making

not be accepted, too much, Money being demanded x 
they preſume the Biſhops of Colagne ang Munſter, 
&c. have &er this followed our Example, and made a 
ſeparate Agreement : The Princes of Italy are diſguſted 
at France, and would be glad to ſee it- under ſome 
Aortification. The Portugueze Clergy will have no 
mar; ſuch as would, in that Kingdom, want Money, 
and the Prince is ſufficiently embarraſed otherwiſe z 
they conſider as much in the ſame State, beſides under 
two nem Obligations, not to offend them: Firſt, the 
Secret Article concluded with the Marquis de Freſno, 
next our Subjection to this Crowns Arbitration; in 
caſe we cannot adjuſt our Controverſies about Trade in 
the time preſcribed with the Dutch Commiſſioners, 
which they think will engage us to keep them in good 
Humour. From this proſpect of the Princes of Eu- 
rope it is that they take heart, and will, I fear, yet a 
while ſuſpend their Anſwer to me touching the Media- 
tion, which I the leſs wonder at, becauſe they have So 
not treated the Pope better, who having offered his 
Mediation here in a ſeaſon leſs proſperous to Spain 
than the preſent, viz. in February laſt before our 
Peace with Holland, hath yet received no other An- 
ſwer than in effect, that this Matter is not in a State 
for the Queen to ſay any thing to his Propoſition, 
without Advice of the Emperor; tho this dryneſs 
be couched under terms of moſt profound Venerati- 
on to his Holineſs's Pious Offer, &c. as your Lord- 
ſhip will ſee in Don Pedro de Medrano, the Secretary 
of State for Italy, his Anſwer to the Nuncio, which 
with the Nuncjos Memorial I have procured and here

ments, which I ingenu- 
ouſly and in a friendly 
manner propoſe that the 
truth of the whole mat- 
ter may be known. 

I Omit for brevities 
ſake, though ſutnciently 
to the purpoſe, what, 
and how much the King 
my Lord of happy Me- 
mory, did for the good 
of the Publick, to his 
own great Prejudice, as 
well as that of his Sub- 
jects, in concluding the 
Peace of the Pirenæans. 
I Omit to repeat in what 
manner the Moſt Chri- 
ſtian King, when that 
Treaty was ſcarce Rati- 


rum omnium, ac expedi.

Theſe things are per- 
fectly well known to your 
Majeſty and the whole 
World.

Nay they went ſo far, 
that the Moſt Chriſtian 
King Incamped near the 
very Gates and Fortifi- 


cations of Bruffels ; his 


people in the mean 
while Violating and Pro- 


faning Churches and the 


moſt Sacred Places, Ru- 
ining the Countries and 
deſtroying the Inhadi- 
tants; and though twas 
often defired, that at 
length he ' ſhould forbid 
his Armies to exetciſe 
any more ſuch Violences, 
and order reparation for 
what had been done, up- 
on which matter my Am- 
baſſadors have addreſſed 
70 your Majeſty both be- 
fore and ſince this War 
with Holland, yet I could 
never obtain any ſatisfact- 
ion in this matter, but 
on the contrary they

Wrongs , though by all 
Laws they might protect 
themſelves and their 
goods againſt Violences, 
eſteeming it ſufficient, if 
by their Loſs of all they 
could manifeſt their Loy- 
alty to their King. 


All this which I have 
curſorily hinted -and 
more, we endured with 
a patience not to be blam- 
ed; but defiring that 
during the tender years 
of the King my Son, I 
might prevent the ſpread- 
ing this Evil far and wide 
in Chriſtendom, foreſee- 
ing what neceſſary Incon- 
veniencies, what great 
Violences, and what is 
more, what Injuries a-

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ceſs, I wiſh he could ſend to me by the next Pars

Receiv'd a Letter from England by the laſt 
Poſt, Letting me know that there had been 
lately a Report of my being a Papiſt, as would 
do not only my Self but my Friends alſo much 
rejudice, if I did not clear my ſelf from that 
mputation in caſe I were really not Guil- 
ty. Wherefore leſt ſome impreſſions of this Slan- 
der, may have taken hold of your Lordſhip's - 
Mind, as I intend,God willing, at more leaſure to 
ſatisfy others, I could not defer one moment 
the clearing my ſelf moſt eſpecially towards your 
Lordſhip ; ſince 1 ſhould think my ſelf, very un- 
happy if the good Opinion from which I have 
receiv'd ſe much honour, ſhould be left in the 
leaſt ſuſpenſe. My Lord, it is moſt certain that 
am no Papiſt, and this 1 Declare without any 
Equivocation, and if I knew at ſo great a di- 
ſtance by what other means to Confirm unto ' 
your Lordſhip this truth, I would, which I hope 
&er long to have the opportunity of doing. 

As yet I hear but of two Arguments uſed by 
my Enemies, to inſinuate this Calumny, that I 
have no Chaplain in my Houſe, and that I go 
punctually every Sunday to Maſs at the Scorch 
College, which 1 hope eaſily to ſhew the frivo- 
louſneſs of, and that there is nothing but Envy 
and Malice in the caſe againſt me.

Sunderland brought me the Neceſſary Credential of 
Ambaſſador, and if he bad brought a Chaplain 
to me and other Servants, they ſhould have 
been very welcome, but as his Lordſhip had no 
reaſon' to give himſelf that trouble, leaving the 
main part of his own Family behind, I was forced 
at his departure to make up mine, (vi.

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 ticulars' I have from time to time eomplained of 


here by order out of England, all tranſmitted to 
me by your Lordſnip, except ore, which wx 
recommended to me by my Lord Shaftsbury, 18 
your Lordſnip will ſee on peruſal of them: and 
to compleat the meaſure of the Spaniſh injuries 
towards us in thoſe parts, I add out of many 
others I have written bere on that Subject, three 
papers, ſhewing their ſeverity in condemning 
to the Gallies and Quick-Silver Mines, ſeveril 
Engliſh Priſoners brought out of the Indies, which 
tho” at my inſtance they have been freed from 
that ſlavery, and ſince releaſed from impriſon- 
meat, yet I think it moſt reaſonable that his Ma- 
zeſty ſhould inſiſt for ſome better Satisfaction for 
ſo barbarous an uſage, and have accordingly de- 
manded the Chaſtiſement of thoſe unjuſt Judges 
Authors of that Sentence; but without effect.

Mayor; and the Almirante de Caſtilla, Maſter of 
the Horſe; thirdly the Ladies of the Palace, whoſe 
fortunes depend abſolutely on that of the Queen;

de Penaranda and Duke. of Oſſuna not altogether 
iverſe from Por: John, bat yet more enclined by 
their particular intereits, to ſupport the Queen's 
Authority; this latter through his near relation 
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to the Almirante, and the other three to conſerve, 
in being the Junta de Govierno, whereof they com- 
poſe one half, and have always governed thereſt, 
ror *tis ſuppoſed, that ſo long as the Queen re- 
maineth near the King's Perſon, that Junta will 
aſſiſt in the manaer it hath done, ever ſince Phi- 
lip the fourth's Death, according to the direction 
of his laſt will. mention in the head of the Queens 
party Don Fernando Valenzuela, which needeth in- 
ter pretation. This Gentleman of ordinary ex- 
traction Marrying a Cæmeri ſta, (the meaneſt office 
in the Queens Chamber) became one of her Ma- 
jeſt /s Cavallerizos in the time of the late King, 
and continued ſo till the expulſion from Court of 
the Queens Confeſſor, and Inquiſidor General 
(now Cardinal Nit ard) ſeven years ago, that ex- 
pulſion being a violence upon the Queen by Den 
John of Auſtria, ſhe maintained with him a ſecret 
Correſpondence by Lettert for a long time, re- 
ceiving his. Councel from Rome in many things, 
which was managed by Valenzuela, introduced 
thereunto by Donna Maria de Sofo Mayor, the fa- 
vourite Dreſſer to her Majeſty, with whom he 
claimeth kindred. This led him into farther de- 
grees of confidence with the Queen, and conſe- 
quently to better imploy ments, firſt to be Con- 
ductor of Ambaſſadors, then Primer Cavallerizo, 
next Obrero Mayer or Surveyor General of the 
works, then Councellor of Italy, and Conſervator 
of that Council, and now lately to the title of a 
Marquis, whereunto the Service he hath done 15 
not thought anproportionable. For after the de- 
parture of Cardinal Nirard, the Queen beiug ad- 
viſed by the Emperour and her other friends to 
make uſe of her time, during the Kings Mino- 
rity, and gather what treaſures ſhe could 28 4 
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proviſion for her future ſupport (her Jointure 
being only the value of forty Thouſ:;nd round 
Sterling ſettled lately on the rent of Tobacco) 
the Courſe ſhe took for the ſame was underhand 
to ſell moſt of the Offices and Charges of conſe-

He is a man of very good Parts, Reſolution, and 
Temper, carrying bis Valimiento with ſuch Mo- 
deſty, as I think his greater Enemies, are ſo ra- 
ther to his Employment, than to his Perſon. This 
ſelling of Offices and the ſuſpition of many Simo- 
nical Contracts, the incapacity of the Queen for pub- 
lick Affairs, and conſequently thereunto a gene- 
ral looſeneſs of the Government, the Officers Sa- 
crificing, to one anothers avarice, the intereſts of 
piivate-Ferſon=, the ill effects whereof, not the 
$amards only, but allStrangers.who have had to do 
with this Crown during the Minority, have felt, 
hath been matter of ſuch univerial Reſentment, 
as would doubt lefs have broken out in a flame, 
without the extraordinary force of Loyalty in 
this People, and patient expeQation, of the 
King's aſſuming the Government to himſelf, and 
Den John of Auſtria to his aſſiſtance in the ſame ; 
for whoſe Perſon, as the declared Son of their 
King, and experience both in Civil and Mili—

more uncertain than the ruin of their Fortunes 
here, if he ſhould come to Madrid.

with the King, for the engaging his affection tv 
Don John, and Confidence in him, chiefly managed 
by the Marque ſa de los Velez the King's Aga or 
Governeſs, a Lady of great Spirit and Under- 
ſtanding, Mother to the preſent Vice Roy / 
Naples, as alio by his Confeſſor Pedro Alvarez 
de Montenegro, a Dominican Fryer of little pru- 
dence, and his School-Maſter Don Franciſco Ra- 
mos ge Nlan gano, of the Royal Council, and the 
Camara a Man of more reputation for Learning 
and Integrity, than Conduct. Theſe in their Leſ- 
ions about his Kinely Office, were wont to 18ii- 
nuate the preſent diſtraction of the Sate, Cor- 
ruption of Officers, indecency of Falenzueiss 
Credit with the Queen, want of Arms, aud all 
thoſe defects, which every where in Govern- 
ment are more eaſily diſcovered than remedied, 
with all the neceſſity of taking to himſelf, 
when he ſhould come to Age, ſome Perſons of 
great experience for his Aſſiſtance, all W 
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ing in Don John as void of kindred, and Relati- 
ons, that might byaſs him to private Affection 
in the diſpoſitiou of Charges, and whole birth 
placed him in a aearer concernment for tiſe 
Honour of the Crown, as above the envy of 
particular Noblemen.

ping While I was ſpeaking to her. She was not 
pleaſed with Don John's Anſwer, ſo as the King 
was prevailed with to Sign another Paper to him 
with a non obſtante, which was carried next Mor- 
ning by the Marquis de Mevorada. Don John re- 
plyed only that he deſired to ſpeak Perſonally 
with the King before he went, which was not 
thought fit to be granted, but inſtead thereof a third 
Meſſage ſent to him to depart, without any far- 
ther reply, with ſome inſinuation of Violence that 
might be uſed towards him if he refuſed to obey. 
Mean while the Rumour being ſpread about that 
Don John was going to take leave of the King, 
there gathered five or ſix thouſand People before 
the Gate of the Retiro, thro? which they expected 
him, and it is not doubted but that if he had paſ- 
kd that way they would not have ſuffered him to 
depart, but rather Convoyed him to the Kin 
which muſt neceſſarily have produced great diſ- 
orders. Conde de Aguilar who commandeth the 
Regiment of Guards, beſtirring himſelf much to 
diſpoſe his Men into a poſture of diſſipating the 
Tumult and prohibiting Don John's acceſs to the 
Palace, wherefore either fearing what might be- 
fal bis Perſon in ſuch an occaſion, or to give the 
World a proof of his moderation aud obedience, 


(the moſt likely thing being that neceſſity was 
turned into a virtue) he went away through a 


back Gate of the Kerire into the Fields, accom- 
panied only about a League by the Prince of Srig- 
liano and one of the Conde Medellin's Sons, lea- 
ving his Retinue to follow him as they could. The 
ſadneſs of the People on this diſappointment 9 
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io great, as not to be meaſared better than, by 
the Joy of the Queen and her Party, at they 
deliverance from fo imminent a danger; who 
immediatly applied themſelves to examine by 
what Inſtruments and Means the King had been 
wrought upon to ſend for Den John, and to 
the Secret with ſuch couſtancy, as not to let 
fall either to his Mother or Playfellows, the leaſt 
intimation thereof. This was ſoon diſcovered, 
and it is ſuppoſed the King to Juſtify his Action 
was not difficult in telling che Authorities he 
had for it. Don Franciſco Ramos was thereupon 
commanded to 17 to 2 ay two

come hither of his having left Zarragoga in or- 
der to that expedition, he appeared here to the 
extraordinary ſurpriſe of the whole Court, on 
the 6th paſt, it Rang then unknown he had 
been called by his Majeſty to attend him that 
day, which was his Eirth-day, and to aſſiſt his 

Perſon in the firſt beginnings of the Govern- 

ment he was to take upon himſelf. The Pre- 

ſence of Don Jobn, as it was infinitely to the 

Peoples ſatisſaction, was no leſs to the trouble 

and diſturbance of the Queen, and her Party, 

who imagining reaſonably, that their Authority 
was extinguiſhed, if Don John continued here, 
immediately meditated Expedients for his re- 
moval, and the Queen knew ſo well how to 
manage the King her Son's tenderneſs towards 

her, that fhe eaſily prevailed with him, 25 

well to diſcover by whoſe Councel he had ated 

in the Summoning of Don John, a» to ſign 

a Letter to that Prince revoking his former or- 

ders, and commanding his departure from Court, 


which Don John after ſome evading reply, —— 


in Spain, to my Lord Arlington.

nied to go was in evident hazard of being diſ- 
compoſed by the violence of the People, ready 
to attempt any thing in his defence. He 1s 
ſince arrived at Zarragopa where he is likely 
io remain, and the ſpirits of Men here are in 
great Agitations, highly diſcontented and living 
in expectation of great changes and novelties. 
The Duke of St. German is lately arrived from 
his Vice-kingſhip of Cataluma, andhas given an 
account of the ill State of Affairs in that Frontier.

The Marquis de Falces is ſaid to be the Pen- 
man of this Memorial, whereof the Stile was 
much Condemned, however, Conſultation being 
had thereupon among the four above mentioned 
Lords, and the Conde de Medellin, who was allo 
Summoned for his Advice, after much debate, eſ- 
pecially on the poiat of Separating the King from 
the Queen, which her Majeſty had before reſiſted 
with Violent Paſſion, it was at length thought fit 
that the ſame may be put in Execution without 
Ziving her any Notice, and the King perſwaded 
to paſs privately to the Rerzro at ſomg hour in 
"FAY 57 #1 © the 
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the night. His Majeſty conſented to the expedi. 
ent as ſoon as it was propoſed to him, and Ac. 
cordingly the 1th. at night, to avoid giving any 
Commotion to the Qucen, he retired and went to 
Bed at his uſual hour nine of the Clock, and 
about eleven Dreſſed himſelf again, the Cond. 
de Talus Gentleman of the Bedchamber then 
in waiting, conducted him with Silence (not to 
diſturb or ala m the Pallace,) a back way to a 
place where the Duke of Medina Celi attended 
with three Coaches; the King, Dake and Conds 
went in one, the King's Ayudas de Camara in 
another, and the Duke's and Talarars Servants 
in a third; about Midnight they came to the 
Reriro where the Prince of Stigliano Alcayde of 
that Houſe had fecret order to receive them. On 
Friday morning the 15th. the Report being ſpread 
of the King's eſcape to the Keriro, an incre- 
dible concourſe of People reſorted thither, univer- 
fal Joy filling the Town, and Enora Buenas enter- 
changed among all Men, perſuading them- 
ſelves that the King now, being delivered 
from the Queen's Uſurpation, both of his 
Perfon and Will, all other things would follow 
to Satisfaction. The Ambaſſunors, Graudees 
and other Perſons of Quality attended his Ma- 
jeſty in his new -Quarters, and Don Padre de 
Aragon made him a rich Preſent of Tapiltry 
of Silk and Gold, the moſt Curious Work that 
hath been ſeen, and a ſuit of Saphirs and Dia- 
words. buth eſteemed in two hundred hou- 
Tand Duccats. As ſoon as the Queen awaked 
and had notice of the King's remove, She was 
exceedingly troubled, the Ladies about ker in- 
Haming her Grief, till Father, Adeya her Con- 
feſſot brought the Conſolations fitteſt 1 the 

th 
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Occaſion ; and ſoon after the King ſent to Viſit 
her Majeſty, intimating his deſire that ſhe would 
not leave the Palace ; for a report had run that 
She was preſently going into a Convent. The 
Admiral of Caſtile waited on her that Morning, 
even before he had ſeen the King, then the Ger- 
man Ambaſſador, the Cardinal Medina Cel:, the 
Conſtable, Preſident of Caftile, and Inquiſidor general, 
and in the afternoon the Duke of Oſſma, one 
of the principal Sticklers for the Occaſion of her 
Sorrow, offering on his part to contribute all 
within his power to the conveniency and conrent- 
ment of her Majeſty. „ oy TG 

The Covenant entred into by Don John moſt 
of the Grandees and others of the Nobility was 
reduced to three points; firſt the remove of 
the Marquis de Villa Sierra from the firſt Mini- 
ſtry, and Security of his Perſon to anſwer the 
Charge that ſhould be laid againſt him ; Se- 
condly the Separation of the Queen from the 
King; thirdly the Eſtabliſhment of Don Fohn 
near his Royal Perſon to aſſiſt him in the Go- 
vernment. This being digeſted into Writing 
was Signed by many; others only promigng 
Verbally to Contribute their utmoſt there- 
unto, 

Theſe particulars ſeemed now to be rea- 
ſonably well complyed with, for Vila Sierra 
was retired to the Monaſtry of St. Lawrence 
at the Eſcarial, and his Lady and Children 
Lodged by the Kings recommendation in the 
Palace there, which with the Monaſtry and 
College compoſeth that famous building ſeveu 
Leagues from Madrid. Don John was called by 
both their Majeſties, and they Separated one from 
the other. The Queens party and miuy indifferent 

"3 yo one 1 Ro 
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Perſoas thought this a ſufficieat poſture of se- 
curity for Dan John's coming without his Army, 
and much endeavour was uſed to perſuade him 
thereunto, to which end, and to inſtruct him- 
ſelf ia all the remaining Difficulties, the Cær- 
dinal of Aragon went out the 18th. to meet 
his Highneſs, t e Duke of Medina. Sidonia, and 
Don Antonie de Toledo, eldeſt Son of the Duke 
of Alva, being gone hence before at three in 
the Morning, with about four hundred Gentle- 
men their followers to ſurround the Eſcurial, and 
prevent the Marquis de Villa Sierra's Eſcape, for 
which, they had an order under the King's hand. 
The Cardinal met Don John twelve Leagues off, 
and after two Conferences with him returned hi- 
ther on the 21ſt. and had immediately Audience 
of the King in the Retiro, and afterwards of 
he Queen in the Pallace, repreſenting the in- 
diſpenſable Neceſlity of ſending away the Regi- 
ment of Guards before Don John would think 
It fate. for him to come without his Troops; 
accordingly order was given that night for their 
March by break of day next morning towards 
Catalunna, which was performed under the 
Conduct of their Major, the Conde de Aguilar 
r Colonel remaining in Madrid, who 

ath had the cheif Command of that Guard; 
the Cardinal on the Death of the Marquis dt 
Atona having taken on himſelf the Title of 
Colonel without exerciſe. It muſt be here re. 
membred that this Regiment had its Original 
Foundation in the year 1669. From certain Jea- 
louſies then conceived by the Queen againſt Dan 
- John of Autria, after that appearing in this Neigh- 
hourhood with five hundred Horſe, he had forced 
away from the Miniſtry Father Nitard, he 
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Jeſuit naturalized, here then her Majeſty's Con- 
feſſor, . General of the Council of 
State, and Junta del Govierno, now a Cardinal 
at Rome. 

The Duke of Medina Sidonia, and Don Anto- 
no de Toledo beſieging the Eſcurial from Sunday 
the 17th. intercepted by their Spies abroad ſe- 
veral Perſons and Packets deſigned from Madrid, 
to the Marquis de Villa Sierra, and ſome of the 
Monks his Confidents ; by which they learnt that 
belides his Perſon he had a great Treaſure. 
concealed there. The Prior refuſed to ſurren- 
der him up, not to betray the immunities of the 
Church; but the Noblemen ſuffering none of 
the Monks to paſs in or out, cuttiag of all 
Communication, and even their ſupplies of Ne- 
ceſſary Proviſions, and threatning to keep them 
under that diſtreſs till they might have liberty to 
ſeek him throughout the Convent, they at length 
opened their Doors, and a guard being let im- 
mediately on the Marchioneſs, after two days 
ſearch on the 22d. 8 in the morning, they found 
the Marquis where he lay hid in a private place 
of one of the Monks Cells, to which they 
were directed by the Treachery of a Servant 
belonging to che Monaſtry. He offered to the 
Perſon that Diicovered him two thouſind Dob- 
lones to hold his peace, but it could not De- 
fend him from being immediately delivered into 
the Dake of Medina Sidoma's Power, of whom 
the Marquis requeſted only that he would Treat 
that Poor Woman, meaning his Wite, civily ; 
The Guard was taken off, and the Lady at Li- 
berty came to Madrid next day; the Marquis 
Conducted by the Duke to Roſas 3 Leagues off, 
and there detained in Expectation of Order for 

TS 4 the 
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the diſpoſal of him; whilſt Don Anrenio de To. 
ledo remained at the Eſcurial, making inquiſition 
for inventorying his Goods and Treaſure, which 
Yeſterday was brought hither in Sixteen Waggons, 
and with what hath been already found in this 
Town is ſaid to amount unto 3 milltious of Duc. 
cats in Jewels, Coin, Plate and Fapiſtry. He 
was obſerved to bear his misfortune with much 
equality of mind, till as he was coming Priſoner 
on the way, one of his Dependants taken by a 
Party was brought to the Duke of Medina with a 
Pacquet; which as foon as Via Sierra faw, he 
Changed Countenance extreamly, and at length 
Recollecting himſelf, prayed the Duke that he 
would view thoſe Papers alone, without partici- 
pating the ſame to others, the Duke anſwered, that 
it they were of ſuch a Nature neither would him- 
ſelf peruſe them; ſo without opening he ſent the 
Pacquet Immediately to the King. The News 
of the Aarquiss being Priſoner reached Don John 
of Auſtria the ſame 22d. in the evening, and 
Concurring with that of the Regiments leaving 
the Covrt, accelerated his Reſolution of waiting 
on the King withovt farther delay. The Conde 
de Monterey hath commanded his Army ſince their 
entrance into Caſtile, and taken great Pains in 
Gathering, Quartering, and Keeping them to: 
zetner, ſo leaving the fame to his Conduct, with 
Direction not to approach nearer to the Court 
than eight Leagues till farther order, Don John 
:ravellcd all that night attended by very few, and 
reached Madrid by ſix in the morning, laft Satur- 
day the 23. entring the Retiro à back way, he 
went directly to the King's bed ſide, was with 
him about an hour, and thence betaking himſelf 
to his own appartment, ſpent the reſt of the day 

| in 
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in receiving as many Viſits and Compliments from 
the Grandees and Nobility as the time would per- 
mit, the German Ambaſſador being one. The next 
day, beſides his attendance on the King, and dil- 
patch as firſt Miniſter, which he immediately en · 
tred upon, was imployed in the like manner, and 
that Morning I viſited him, was received very 
favourably, and told him how welcome the News 
would be to the King my Maſter of his Highneſſes 
Arrival, and the Charge he had taken of thele 
Affairs, for the particular knowledge and eſteem his 
Majeſty had of his Perſon. He anſwered with much 
Devotion to the King and his Royal Highneſs, 
whom he had the honour to be known to in Flan- 
ders, and that he would be ſtill ready to ex 
his obedience to any of their Commands. We 
then talked a little touching the diſorderly form 
of this Government ſince the Death of the King 
his Father ; a diſcourſe which himſelf fomented, 
and ſeemed well enough pleaſed with : I confeſled 
that the diſeaſe of the fer was thought to be 
lo deeply rooted, as to need the ableſt Phyſician 
in the Monarc hy, and that his Highneſs's great 
Parts and Experience, would apply the moſt pro. 
portionable remedies. I pray God ſays he that I 
do not Err more than all the reſt. Then asked me. 
ſome thing about the Peace, ſaying it was repor- 
ted that the French recoiled, and ſeemed leſs in- 
clined to it then twelve months ago. I Anſwered, 
that the Succeſſes of War would Rill Govern thoſe 
of the Treaty, but that I had not advice of any 
new difficulties therein on the ſide of France. Being 
the firſt Viſit to bid him Welcome only, without 
Preparing him by asking an hour before hand, and 
ſeveral Grandees and Miniſters waiting without 
do Salute him; J torbore mentioning any thing _— — 

this 
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This time touching our National dependancies be. 
fore theſe Councils, which have been all at a Stand 
for want of a Supreme Director ſince the Commo- 
tions againſt Vila Sierra; ſo riſing I took leave of 
him, and he accompanyed me to the door of the 
Room where we ſate, a Crowd of the Nobility 
preſſing in upon him while it was opened for me 
to go out. Next day the 25th, the King's plea- 
ſure was Signifyed to the Admiral of Caſtile Ma- 
ſter of the Horſe, that he ſnould leave Madrid, and 
not come within twenty Leagues till farther Order, 
four days time being allowed him to provide for 
his Journey. Alvarado the King's Jeſter, an im- 
ployment tho? of an ill name, but much Authority 
at Court, was alſo ſent away, and the being ba- 
niſhed at the ſame time with a Man of that pro- 
feffion , was a great Circumſtance of the Ad- 
miral's Reſentment. The Marchioneſs of Yilla 
Sierra was Commanded to depart ten Leagues off, 
ſo ſhe went to Toledo. The Marquis her Husband 
ordered to be kept in a Caſtle at Conſuegra eighteen 
Leagues from hence, where the Duke of Medina 
Sidonia will leave him this night. Great accuſations 
are reported to be framing againſt him, as yet! 
know not to what Articles they will be reduced. 
The Nobility have been his chief Proſecutors, the 
People leſs Violent in this Caſe than they uſe to 
de againit Cheif Miniſters of State. 
Orders are ſaid to be iſſued out for the taking 
into Cuſtody ſeveral Men in great Charges, the. 
Conde de Aranda Captain General of Galicia, the. 
Conde de Montixo Maeſtre de Campo General of 
Eftremadurs, and Don Feliz, Nieto de Sylva, Gover- 
nour of Cadiz. Several Officers of all degrees will 
be changed as well about the King's Perſon: as his 
Councils. The Conde de Bene vente is dead, and his 


Son 
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Son the Conde de Luna ſucceeds to his Title and 
Eſtate. The Conde de Monterey hath beſtirred him- 
ſelf exceedingly in this Confederation of the Gran- 
dees, and is in much favour with Dor John; he 
came from the Army 8 or 9 Leagues off the 24th, 
and returned the 26, with Orders ſome ſay to diſ- 
miſs, or ſend them to Catalunna, others for their 
March riearer to this Court, that the King may 
have the entertainment of viewing them, I know 
not yet the certainty. The cloud of inteſtine Broils 
ſo much dreaded here of late, is vaniſhed at the 
preſence of Don John; but, tho? the water at home

This arrived is very rich, bringing 
good ſtore of Plate, Indigo, Hides, Cacao and Sar- 
ſaperilla. Two Aviſos were bound for the Weſt- 
Indies, the one for Tierra Firme, the other for new 
Spain, to carry news that the Flota and Galleons are 
both to proceed this Vear, though the Commerce 
doth not ſeem willing to have the Flora.

which had provoked the Meſlage delivered to them 
by Mr. Secretary Williamſon for their leaving the 
Kingdom, and confinement in the mean time to 
their Houſe. The day following I had an ordi- 
nary Audience of this King to wiſh him a good 
Eaſter, according to the ſtile here, and having 
made that complement, I asked leave to expoſe to 
him ſomething, of buſineſs, whereupon he bid the 
Grandees and Gentlemen of his Bed-Chamber with- 
draw, and I then told him that the K. my Maſter, 
had commanded me to repreſent unto his Majeſty, 
the great offence he had taken at the unworthy 
Carriage and Machination of Don Bernardo de Sa- 
linas, ſent into England by the Duke of Villa Her- 
moſa,againſt his Royal Perſon, Authority and good 
order of his Goverament, particularly his inſolent 
Accuſing of his Majeſty to certain Members of 
Parliament, by ſuggeſtions which had no other 
foundation than that of Malice and an imprudent 
endeavour to ſow diſcord between the King and 
that his great Council, in whoſe Union and good un- 
derſtanding the Affairs of Spain are ſo deeply Inte- 
relled. Wherefore, that his Majeſty moved by a jaſt 
indignation at thoſe proceedings, had comman- 
ded the faid Salinas to depart his Dominions with- 


. 
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in the term of twenty days, as alſo the Conſul 
Fonſeca, who had been detected in certain work. 
ings of the like nature, not doubting but that on 
his Return to Handers the Duke of V Hermoſa, 
on his own motive, or by his Catholick Majeſty 
Command, would reflect upon him by ſuch de- 
monſtrations as may ſhew the world his Majeſty's 
diſpleaſure at thoſe praCtices, which ought to be 
ſo much the more, by how much the evil example

But I was to aſſure his Majeſty this accident 
fhould not any way diminiſh the favourable Re- 
ception of the Count de Bergeick, who was ear- 
neftly expected, nor of any publick Miniſter whom 
his Majeſty ſhould' think fit to ſend into England, 
nor ſlacken the King my Maſter's Activity in pro- 
curing what remedies he can reaſonably to the 
preſent condition of the Spaniſh Netherlands, the 
conſervation whereof imployeth a great part of 
his Royal Care. The King's Anſwer was only 
that he would conſider of the matter, nor doth he 
ever give any other. I told him that I would for 
his better remembrance put into writing what 
had ſaid, as Den John of Auſtria deſired me to do, 
having ſpoken to him the night before of the bu- 
ſineſs, and next morning the 19th, I ſent the ſame 
to Don Geronimo de Equia, Secretary of the Univer- 
ſal diſpatch, and in the form you will ſee in the 
encloſed Copy.

The next Day, 
Saturday the firſt of May, was [deſigned for his ſo- 
lemn Entry into the City, in order whereunto, 
the Streets thro” which His Majeſty was to pals, 
was richly hung and adorned with Tapiſtry, and 
many Arches of exquiſite Contrivance, with Fi- 
gures and Inſcriptions ſuitable to the occaſion 3 
and about five in the Afternoon His Majeſty 
mounted on Horſeback, in a Pearl colour'd Suit, 
with Gold and Silver Embroidery, and was re- 
ceived at his entrance into the City under a rich 
Canopy, born by ſeveral of the Magiſtrates, all 
of them in their Gowns of red Damask fringed 
with Gold: Before the King went four of the 
Jwrados, and at each Stirrup the Furada in Cap, 
and Zalmedina Judge in ordinary of the City, the 
firſt on bis Righe-Hand, the other on his Left, 
holding both of them a Cord of Silk which hung 
from the Brid!e of the Horſe, the Grandees and 


Nobility followed the Canopy, and the Duke of 


Hiſar carried the naked Sword, as Chamberlain 
of the Kingdom : In this order they proceeded 
to the Church of St. Salvador, where the Cere- 
mony of the Oath was to be performed; and be- 
ing met at ſome diſtance by the Archbiſhop and 
Chapter in their richeſt Veſtments, the King a- 
X 3 lighted, 
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lighted, and was conducted into the Church hy 
the Archbiſhop and Prieſt on each Hand of His 
Majeſty, where the Te Deum was ſung; and His 
Majeſty being ſeared on an Eminence erected for 
that purpoſe; between the Quite and the: great 
Altar, atter the reading to him the Fucros. and 
Laws of that Kingdom, he ſware the obſervance 
at them; the Oath being adminiſtred to him in 
Preſence of the eight Deputies, Jurados of the 
City, and Councils, by the: Lieutenant, who is 
the Senior of the Council, of the Chief Juſtice of 
Arragon, the new Chief Juſtice; Don Lews de Axta, 
not having been then ſworn himſelf into that Of- 
fice, but he was preſent at the Ceremony, which 
being compleated, the King. was condudted to 
the Palace by a pair of Stairs, which correſpond 
from the Chappel of our Lady, where Don Foby 
waited for His Majeſty, who had not appeared 
in the Entry and Solemnity, notwithſtanding he 
contended for the firſt Place next the King, be- 
ing convinced by the Examples of the Infante: 
Don Fernando, and Don Carlos, who, when Philip 
the Fourth entred Barcelona, had no Place near 
their Brother, - and ſaw the Ceremonies of his Re- 
ception from a Balcone. During the function 
of the King's Oath: there happened an unlucky 
Accident; for the Guardian of the Capuchins in 
thac City ſeeing the Solemaity from a ſecret place 
on che top of the great Altar, fell to the Ground, 
and immediately died. The reſt of that Even. 
ing was ſolemnized with the running of ſeveral 
Bulls before the Palace, and the Night with Fires 
of Joy. Sunday the {ſecond of May, the King 
clad in black, accompanied by his Highneſs, went 
to the Pilar, and in the Evening was a Bull Fun- 
ning on the River ſide, and at Night Lumig .

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Munday the third in the Morning His Majeſty 


was Incognito at the extraction of Deputies of the 
Kingdom, which was done in St. George's-Hall, 
and at Night had the divertiſement of a Maſque- 
rade on Horſeback, performed by two hundred 
Merchants of the City, who, with Flambeaux in 
their hands, made ſeveral Cariers two by two on 
the River-fide, before the Windows of the Pa-

The Argerines carry in our Ships familiarly, 
with and without the new Paſſes, making Slaves 
of the Stranger Paſſengers, and confiſcating their 
Goods, but releaſe the Ships and our People, pay- 
ing to fome Maſters their Freight. We have 
particular Advice of two, the Suſanna of London, | 
Edward Walker, and the Fortunate Mary, William 
Dunſter, both Engliſh built Ships, with the need- 
ful Paſſports. The former had ſome Strangers 
on board, Paſſengers, which exceeded the nun- 
ber of the Engliſh; and the latter had a quantity } 
of Powder, and other Ammunition for Palermo, 
and on theſe Pretences they unloaded them, tho 
not without ſome difference of Opinion among 
the Governours. Two of our Ships thus emptied 
of their Lading appearing lately at Cadiz, were 
commanded immediately to depart, as coming 
from an infected place; the Watch kept in that 
City and Bay being fo ſtrict, that all Ships what- 
ſoever coming from within or without the 
Streights, are denied Prattick, till viſited wy 
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Boat of the Sanidad, performed by a Regidor De- 


made, a Phyſician, Surgeon, and Scrivener of 


the Cavildo; which done, a Teſtimony is given 
by the Scrivener to the viſited Ship Captain of 
bis being admitted to Prattick. The laſt Ad- 
vices from that Port mention the Lark Fregate, 
Captain Prieſt man, to have ſailed thence for Eng- 
land, Convoying many Merchant - Men, on 
board one of which went the Lord Dongan, 
his Lady and Daughter ; and that the Gover- 
nour of Cadiz had impriſoned a Dutch Com- 
mander, With intent co ſearch his Ship for. French 
Goods, ſerving to them for a Ware-Houſe in the 
Bay, but the Viſit was deferred ſo long, as the 
Ship had time to remove cloſe to a Dutch Man 
of War, who gave out that he would defend 
her, 

Our Engliſþ Ships have taken off from Se- 
vile, of late, ſo great a quantity of Oil, that 
the Government of that City hath prohibited 
the Exportation of any more this Year, reſer- 
ving what is left for their own Country Ex-

4453 
and Engliſh Priyateers, and bringing the Biſh 
of that See to Jamaica, and about the A 
tranſmitted thence of Pardon to ſuch as ſhould 
within a certain time return to their Obedi- 
ence; I have had much Conſideration of the 
Matter, and expect a loud Complaint; but 48 
yet neither have they ſaid any thing to me here, 
nor I to them: Nor can I think it expedient 
to begin an Accuſation of out ſelves, but ra- 
ther to ſee firſt. after what manner they will 
form theirs, and then to extenuate and excuſe 
what hath paſt, and expoſtulate on the Ne- 
ceflity of ſuch an Act of Indemnity, for the 
Invitation and Diſarming of thoſe who would 
otherwiſe become deſperate, and Prevention 
of future Miſchiefs, in the beſt manner we 
can: For the which your ſaid Letter layeth 
down prudential and cenvineing Reaſons,” as 
well regarding our own, as our Friends Security; 
it being certain that the Crew of Famaicayners u- 
ſed to the Privateering Trade, and therein a more 
jovial and ſpeedy way of reaping their Fruit, 
than by the due Patience of Planting, if dri-

Of this latter, many here have 
given me the Enora buena ; but I find them more 
perplexed than pleaſed at the Marriage, as too 
ſure a Bond of Union between the Royal Inte- 
reſts in England, and thoſe of the Prince in 
Holland, which they apprehend will give more 
Strength to both, than may comply with their 
Fundamental Maxims of dividing, weakning, 
and diminiſhing the other Powers of Europe, in 
order to the rendripg them leſs formidable, and 
more ſubſervient, to the Affairs and Will of 
this Crown.

My Diſpatch to him, 
giving an Account of the Orders I had pro- 
cured to the reſpective Governours of the Me- 
diterranean Ports for the good Reception Of 
our Frigats, reached him that Day, to hisgreat 
Relief from the Pain and Uncertainty he was 
in before touching the matter, from the Cauti- 
on I had given him.

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Squadron'366 Turks and Moore, beſides fortyleft 
at Tangier, which had been all taken out of their 
Prizes. Of theſe, in cafe a Peace ſhould not be con- 
cluded, Sir Fobn intended to hang all the Renega- 
does for tlie ſaving Proviſions, and to ſell the 
reft. He very much defireth that Proviſions and 
Stores be lodged at Tangier, for the Supply of 
Ships that ſhall cruiſe in thoſe Parts, and that 
more Fire- Ships be ſent to accompany Ships that 
go Convoy, which will be as good as Frigates 
in Company with a Frigate; and indeed our 
Merchantmen are now fo numerous, as they 
will need much Convoy. On the laſt of No- 
vember ſixty three Sail of them were in the Bay 
of Cadiz, whereof nine ſeeking Freight, 37 
bound for the North, and two for Li:bon, un- 
der the Convoy of the Aſſurance, Sir Robert Ro- 
binſon, fifteen te the Levant, which wouid be 
convoyed by the Portſmouth, Leopard, and Guern- 
ſey, theſe two latter coming in there ten Days 
before with the Fire. ſhips, whereof ſeveral have 
fallen into the Twks Hands, by an over-haſty 
Greedineſs to gain the firſt Market. This is the 
laſt Account I have of all our Frigats in theſe

"Hree Days ago, I received your Honour's of 
the 3: 76 paſt, with the encloſed Copies of 
the Biſhop of St. Martha's Letter, and Sir. Richard 
Lhyd's Certificate. On the ſubject of the formet 
I have had Diſcoutfſe with Don Fobn of Auftris 
and left him convinced of our Maſter's finc 
Intention to keep inviolable the Prace of Amer ic 
as of the neceſſity of inviting and teducing, by 
an Act of Indemnity, the Engliſh Privateers, 
who rove ũp and down in thoſe Seas, ſometimes 
alone, arid” fometimes in conjunction with the 
French, to their due Obedience, and compliance 
with His Majeſty's Orders for maintenance of 
the ſame. To which Argument your Diſpatch 
of Ockober 22. abundantly furniſhed me. He de- 
lifed me to give a brief Memorial thereupon to 
the Secretaf y.; for tho' himſelf was ſatisfied, yet 
the Councils of State, and dies muſt be ſo like- 
wiſe ; but I did not promiſe, nor can yet re.

SIR, itte Bros 

HE Duke of Medina Sidonia was married on 
the 1 1h Inſtant, Eaſter- Monday, at which 
Ceremony concurred all the Nobility of the 

Court. Ja 
On the 13h the King removed to Aranjuex, 
ſeven Leagues diſtant from hence, deſigning, ac- 
cording to the uſual Cuſtom at this ſeaſon of the 
Year, about a Month or five Weeks abode there, 
to divert himſelf with the great Delightfulneſs 

and Recreations of that Place. WES 
On the 14th the confirmation of the French 
lorſaking Meſſina, Auguſta, and their other Holds 
in Sicih; and the re-eſtabliſhment of the Spaniſh 
Authority there was brought by a Perſon expreſs; 
and in imitation of his Father, Philip the Fourth, 
(who was wont to give Thanks for the more 
eminent Succeſſes of his Government in the 
Church of Antocha near this Town) the King 
on the 15th returned hither, in order to perform 
the like Solemnity ; and that Evening and the 
next Morning he received the Enora buena, and 
Congratulations, wherewith the Ambaſſadors, 
randees, and Councils complemented him on 
this occaſion: And in the Afternoon of the 1675 
Se he 
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the People ſer out Luminarias and Bonefires, ha- 
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he went on Horſeback to Atocha, through the 
principal Streets of this Town, in this Order: 
Firſt, Nine Trumpets and two Kettle-Drums, 
followed by the Conde de los Arcos, with the Sea. 
niſh Guard of Halbardiers, whereof he is Captain; 
then went two Alcades de Corte; after whom the 
Gentiles Hombres de Boca, and other Officers of the 
Houſhold ; then the three Secretaries of State, 


Don Pedro Coloma, Don Bartholome Legaſſa, and Dm 


Geronimo de Eguia; next the Counſellors of State, 
Grandees, and chief Officers of the Palace; 
then Don Fobn of Auſtria at a little diſtance before 
the King, towards his Left-hand ; and immedi- 
ately after the King, the Nuncio, Venetian Am- 
baſſador, followed by the Gentlemen of His Ma- 
jeſty's Bed-Chamber, and other Noblemen, who 
are not Grandees, all on Horſeback, well moun- 
ted, the Nuncio only rode on a Mule, as the 
way is here ſor Pccleſiaſtical Perſons in Public 
Solemnities of this kind; near the King's right 
Stirrup went the Conde de Talara, firſt Gentleman 
of the Horfe, on Foot; on which, and the other, 
went, in like manner, all His Majeſty's Cavulle- 
rixos and Pages; the whole Train was doſed 
.by. ſeven or eight of the King's, and Don Jobs's 
Coaches, and about ſixteen led Horſes. Te Deum 
being ſung in our Ladies Chappel of Atocba, the 
whole Company returned to the Palace in the 
ſame Order; and forthe three ſucceeding Nights 


ving been order'd before-hand to do ſo by a pub 
lick Pregon, or Cryer, through the Streets. 
On the 17h the King returned to Arn. 
On the firſt Inſtant came into the Bay o K 
aptain Herbert in the Rupert, together with 4 
Mary and Phenix bringing in Prize a Twk l 
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of War of Argier, called the Zyer, with forty 
Guns mounted, but can carry torty fix, a ſtout 
new Ship, and fit for Service: Our Frigates met 
her the 3orb paſt off the Southern Cape. The 
Rupert and Mary, after ſeven Hours fight, took 
her, the Lieutenant, Maſter, and his Mate, 
Boatſwain, Coxon, Gunner, and nineteen others 
of the Rupert were ſlain, and about forty woun- 
ded ; among whom, Captain Herbert himſelf in 
the Face by a flaſh of Powder, which took Fire 
in ſome Bandaliers on his Quarter-Deck, but 
without danger, tho' as yet he had not recover'd 
his Sight. Sir Roger Strickland in the Mary had 
twenty Men killed and wounded, among whom 
was ſlain a young Gentleman, one Sir Stafford 
Braithwait,by a great Shot: the Argerine had above 
four hundred Men on Board, of which one hun- 
dred and ſixty ſlain ; chereſt, with their Comman- 
der, an old Turł, are Priſoners on board our Ships. 

On the noiſe of a Rupture between England 
and France, the French Merchants have removed 
molt of their Goods from Tangier, to Faro in Al- 
garve, having Licence from the Prince of Portu- 
za! to land the ſame there, paying four Pieces of 
Eight for every Bale; and about three Weeks 
ag there arrived four Ships from St. Malo, to 
diſcharge ewo thouſand five hundred Packs of 
Goods; The deſign of theſe Magazines being to 
{upply the Spaniſh Markets, and eſpecially the 
Indian Fleets; the ſaid four Ships ſerve alſo for Men 
of War, and having unladen entertain themſelves 
by Privateering on the Coaſt. The laſt Letters 
from Labon lefe the King of Portugal in very 
great danger of his Life at Cimra, from an Ereſi- 
jo in his Les, which had flown up to his Head.

nerally aſſented to, that to comply with it we l 
ought ſometimes to help our Enemy againſt ou! WW Þ 
Friend; how much more one Enemy apainlt , 
another: For to ſpeak freely my Mind couching . 


that of France and Spain, if the Power of the cle 
be mare formidable, I think the Malignity © 


wards us is equal in both; and that a; 
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intend us as much Miſchief, by blowing us up 
into a War, as the French are capable of doing us 
when ever they may have fair occaſion for it. 
Wherefore we ovght in ſuch a Method to ballance 
the Power of our Neighbours, as may render them 
all ſubſervient, as near as poſſible, to our own 
Intereſt ; and to prefer the Rule in doing it of 
our own Convenience, before that of the Party 
whom we afliſt; - The Spaniards, on the other 
ide, endeavour. to treat us rather as Inſtruments 
than Protectors ; and obſerving the general ani- 
moſity in England againſt the French, would uſe 
the ame to tranſport us out of our own Advan- 
tages into a blind purſuit of theirs, without thoſe 
neceſſary Precautions that may hinder the Re: 
medies of ſaving Flanders from becoming more 
dangerous to us, than the Diſeaſe of loſing it. 
They would ſell to us, for a Benefit, the admit- 
tance of our help; and for a regard to our Safety, 
that they come not to an Agreement with France, 
tor the remainder. of thoſe Countries, although 
they have been long the Bulwark and Out. guard 
ot all their other Dominions; whereas I verily 
beliere, had not the Houſe of Commons ap- 
cared fo eager in their behalf, Matters might 
nave been ſo order d as to have render d our 
defence of them the exchange of many conlide- 
able Conceſſions and Advantages to our State. 
On the fifth of laſt Month Don Fobn of Auſtria 
ummoned me to a Conference, wherein he cold 
me, that having reflected ſeriouſly on my former 
Expoſtulations, touching the deſperate Condition 
of Flanders, and repreſented the ſame to the 
King, (whoſe Name is always uſed for Form 
= only) he had reſolved to maintain an Army 
tere, of at leaſt fourteen thouſand Foot, and 
Oe? [1x 
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fix choaſand Hotſe, beſides the Gariforis, to 20 
againſt Nance, by common accord, with Enpland, 
Holland, and the other Allies; but that it was im- 
poſſible to put this in execution, unleſs the King 
of England and States. General, would give them 
Credit for ſuch Sums as ſhould be neceſſaty for 
the Raiſing and Monthly Payment of the ſaid 
Army, with the Proviſions and Ammunition 
requiſite, propofing that my Maſter would un- 
dertake for ten thouſand Foot, and four thouſand 
Horſe ; and the Srates for four thouſand Foor, 
and two thouſand Horſe ; for the repayment 
whereof, with Intereſt, out of the Treaſure that 
ſhould come ſucceflively on the Galleons and 
Flotas from the Indies, this Crown would give 
infallible Security, ſubjecting it ſelf to Repriſals 
and all other Damages in caſe of non-perfor- 
mance, This was the ſubſtance of his Propoſal, 
which he ſaid was all they could do on their 
part towards the maintenance of a War in Far 
ders, they having no ready Money, and yet 
obliged for vaſt Subſidies to the Emperor, Denmurk, 
Brandenburg, and other Confederates ; but on his 
Word and Honour, whatever ſhould be agreed 
with England, on the preſent Overture ſhould be 
fairhfully performed; endearing the ſame to me 
by many plauſible Profeſſions of Friendſhip and 
Sincerity, in a ſtrain whereof I have been * 
cuſtomed to hear much, and taught by exper. 
ence to believe little, and therefore repeat them 
not.

Highneſs's Word and Honour were indeed great 
Securities, but the Galleons and Flota, to my eſti- 
mation, none at all, giving him. ſeveral Reaſons 
for what I ſaid; but concluding, if he would 
fix any reaſonable Propoſals to Writing, and let 
me have them, I would give him my. ſecond 
Thoughts thereupon. Accordingly the Day fol- 
lowing I receiv'd a Letter from him, with a Pa- 
per containing the ſame Propoſition, and this 
Explanation only, that of the ton thouſand Foot, 
ſix thouſand ſhould be Engliſh; adding, that Or- 
ders ſhould be immediately ſent to the Duke of 
Vila Hermoſa for his proceeding by the Spaniſh 
Miniſters in Londen and the Hague, to make the 
Calculations of the Sums neceſſary , and adjuſt 
the Securities ; and that Letters ſhoald be written 
by this King to His Majeſty, the States-General, 
and Prince of Orange, exhorting them hereunto. 
Copies of His Highneſs's Letter to me, and the 
Paper that came with it go hence encloſed; in 
which latter I took particular notice, that it be- 
ginneth with a ſuppoſition of a new Treaty of 
Alliance, concluded between England and Spain, 
which being a matter I have no advice of was 


hard for me to believe, 


Before I proceed to the Anſwer I gave to this 
Paper, it is fit that I expoſe the Motives that led 
me thereunto. 

Firſt, I conſider'd the unlikelihood of my Ma- 
ſters lending Money to the King of Spain, not 
only for the defect and inequality of his Trea- 
ſure to the neceſſities of his own State, but alſo 
for the little Faith which ought to be given to 
the moſt ſolemn Engagements of this People on 
tne point of paying Debts, which hath brought 
Clamours upon them from moſt of the Princes 
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in Europe, calling to mind (beſides Foreign Fx 
amples) the vexatious Negotiations I had in the 
Years 1669 and 1670 of the Swediſh Subſidies, and 
with how many Chicanes they enrertain'd it, x 
well here before the Orders were ſent, as after. 
wards" in Holland, before the Payments were 
made, although they were the price of the Peace 
at Aiꝶ Ia Chapelle, and of a general Guarantee to 
their Monarchy, with all the trouble it hath coſt 


me to get a ſmalf portion paid of the great Debt 


from this Crown to the Prince of Orange, having 
in obedience to the Inſtruction I brought hither, 
{till concurred with His Highneſs's Miniſter in 
that Solicitation. And as for the ſecurity of Re- 
payment offered on the returns of the Galleons and 
Flota, experience hath ſhewed them to be vety 
fallible; for beſides the hazards thereof in time 
of War, the method of paying Debts (as well 
as other Benefits) by picking Quarrels; and that 
whenever ready Money appeareth, the preſent 
neceflity is uſually preferr'd to the paſt ; the Al- 
ſignations upon that Fund are always fo unli- 
mited, as cannot poflibly be complied with, be- 
ing the ſpecious Title wherewith they ſollicite 
the Credit of all Europe, entertain fome, and 
ruine others. The Riches, indeed, brought on 
the Galleons from Tirra Firma, and Flota from 
New Spain are very great, feeding the Commerce 
of above half the World; but after the particu; 
lar Perſons intereſſed, and the Price ſatisſied o 

all the Goods ſent to the Indian Markets, the 
Portion remaining to the King of Spains Cor 
fers, Plus habet nomini quam rei For, according 
to a Calculation I have made thereof theſe laft 
twelve Years, after payment of the Civil an 

Military Liſts of the Weſ-Indies,* and fe 
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Illands in the Eaſt, the Gariſons, Audiences, 
Armada of the South Sea, & c. with the Equipage 
of the Galleons, and Salaries of the Council of 
the Indies, and Contratation-Houſe in Spain, which 
to free the Crown from the hazards of the Sea, 
are ſtill paid in the Indies before the Fleets fail. 
thence ; I ſcarce believe that, the ſaid Charges de- 
duced, there cometh clear remitted hither to 
the King, one Year with another, above four 
hundred thouſand Pounds Sterling. 

Secondly, Though my Maſter be not in a con- 
dition of advancing Money, nor the ſecurity 
offered by Don Fobn for the repayment of it 
out of the Galleons and Flota to be depended 
on; yet confidering how much it was the Inte- 
reſt of England to prevent the Spaniſh Netherlands 
from falling under the French Power, and withal, 
the preſent incapacity here of ſending Supplies 
ſuitable ro the great Exigencies of thoſe Coun- 
tries, I applied my ſelf to the finding out cer- 
tain Expedients, whereby we might be enabled 
to help our ſelves and the Spaniards in this cafe 
at their Expence, and in ſuch a manner as might 
be very beneficial to our Commerce, without 
much detriment to theirs, 

Wherefore having repreſented to Don Fobn 
the Objections that would occur to the putting 
in execution the contents of this Paper, and in 
general Terms only what I was meditating, in 
order to a more effectual Anſwer, by regulating 
and reducing the ſame into a capacity of Pra- 
ctice, and ſome more feaſable Undertaking, af- 


ter a few Days, he appointed me a ſet Confe- 
rence thereupon, | 


Wherein 
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Wherein I told him, that although I conceiv d 
it would be alſo very difficult, yet diligence migit 
be uſed to find out certain Men of Buſineſs, or 
Merchants, in England, who may enter into an 
Aſiento with the King of Spain, for the enter. 
taining in his Service, by conſtant Meſador, (i.e. 
Monthly Payments) a Body of eight thouſand 
Foot, and two thouſand Horſe, in Flanders, En 
gliſh, Scots, and Iriſh ; That thoſe who were able 
to engage in ſuch a Matter, would not be con- 
tented with Promiſes or Cedulas, for. their ſatiſ- 
faction only out of the Treaſure that ſhall ſuc- 
ceſſively be brought from the Indies on the Galle- 
ons or Flota, which are ſubject to more Acci- 
dents than Men are willing to expoſe their Mo- 
ney unto; Experience having ſhewn, that all 
Securities of that Nature are very uncertain, e- 
ſpecially to Strangers, helpleſs and ignorant in 
the forms and ſecret ways of Recovery ; beſides 
their ſubjection to Repriſals, and Embargo's, pra- 
ctiſed in this Country, and threatned on eve 
ſmall occaſion ; wherefore that it ſeemed necel- 
ary to find our ſome Funds that may afford a 
more preſent ſatisfaction, and make the Com- 
penſation go in a more equal pace with the Dil- 
burſements, and be within the power of ſuch 25 
ſhall undertake the ſaid Meſadas. Then I pro: 
ceeded to == at certain Funds, which I thought 
capable of being improved into a competent 
curity; ſhewing him, 

Firſt, That the Contract of Eſclavos Negros 
(or Blacks) might be reduced into the hand of 
one ſingle Perſon, or Company, according to 
the Example of the Aſſento made in Fuly 1662. 
with Domingo Grillo; or of a later in December 
1674. with Antonio Garcia, and the ſaid Aſewifh, 
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or Company, obliged to take their Negros 
from the Engliſh Nation at Famaica or Barbadbes, 
where they may ſend Shipping for them; and 
beſides the Price of the Negros paying to the 
Account of ſuch as ſhall undertake the aboveſaid 
Meſadas, the Cuſtom due to the King of Spain, 
for the Importation of them into his Dominions, 
it would amount to a Sum that might make part 
of Payment, to be agreed with the faid Under- 
takers; adding it to be the Opinion of many 
Spaniards, practiſed in the Indian Affairs, that 
the preſent Method of managing the Negro-Trade 
is more ſubject to the Frauds, which were inten- 
ded to be avoided thereby, than the former man- 
ner and diſpoſition by an Aſſentiſta, whereunto 
my preſent Propoſition would reduce it ; and if 
I could ſee the Motives which cauſed the Altera- 
tion, I preſumed that I might be able to return 
a ſatisfactory Anſwer thereunto.

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. Sixthly, If the King would make himſeif Mz 
ſter of all che Wools of Spain, or grant the ſole 
Privilege of exporting the ſame out of theſe 
Realms, unto any one Perſon, or Company, with 
obligation of ſelling them only. to the Engliſh 
who would undertake to buy them all for —— 
or more Years, it would be a matter of very 
great advantage to His Majeſty,” and no preju- 
dice to the Owners of the Wool; for theſe latter 
ſhould have the higheſt Price that hath been paid 
for them any time theſe thirty Years; and the 
_ King would have a certain Fund from whence 
he might have Money in Hander, at an equal 
rate, without that exceſſive Premio allowed uſu- 
ally to the Hombres de Negocios, and ſave from 36 
to 40 per Cent, which it coſteth the King now to 
put his Money in Flanders. 

Out of which Particulars, I told his Highnels 
might be collected ſuch as with leaſt prejudice to 
His Catholick Majeſty may be made a ſufficient 
Security to the Engliſh, for the conſtant ſupply of 
the Me/adas above-mentioned, for the entertain- 
ment of Troops in Flanders, or a Squadron of 
our Ships at Sea. After ſome debate on each 
of them, he pray'd me to reduce into Writing, 
the Heads of what I had ſaid in this Conference, 
which would be an eaſe to his Memory, and 
more ſo to his Mind, if the condition of their 
Affairs (at preſent very neceſſitous) might poſ- 
ſibly allow the reducing it into Practiſe. 

Accordingly I afterwards delivered unto him 
a Paper of the ſame, (whereof a Copy goeth

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Power for ſuch a Treaty, my reply hath been, 
that all the Diſcourſes I have had on theſe Suc- 
cours, and the means of ſuſtaining them, were 
in Anſwer only to the Overgure Don 7obn had 
made to me, and the effect of my particular 
Zeal to contribute what I could towards the de- 
fence of this Monarchy : That the Method to be 
obſerved on what I ſaid, ought to be fuſt, that 
His Catholick Majeſty would declare what num- 
ber of my Maſter's Subjects he would pleaſe to 
entertain in his Service by Land, or of Ships by 
Sea, according to which, the King my Maſter

here encloſe ſix Letters that paſſed between me, 
and the Secretary of the Univerſal Diſpatch. 
The concluſion being, that order ſhould be im- 
mediately ſent to the Governour of Flanders, 
and their Miniſters in London, to preſs the Nego- 
tiation of theſe Succours, at the charge of this 
Crown, to ſome ſpeedy and effectual Agree- 
ment. Wherefore it may be convenient, that I 
yet inlarge the trouble of this Diſpatch, by the 
addition of a few Notes to the fix Particulars 
abovementioned, being the Foundation of thac 
Security which I conceive will be offered, 

The firſt, concerning the Negros, would cer- 
tainly be a great advantage to our African and 
Weſt-Indian Trade if it could be compaſſed; and 
the Guin-Company might very well provide 
three thouſand five hundred Blacks yearly, to be

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ready at Barbadoes or Jamaica, which would yiel 
to the Accompt of ſuch as might undertake the 
above-mentioned Meſadas, four hundred and 
twenty thouſand Fjeces of Eight per Annum ; for 
the —_ of Spain MDuties off Importation being 
now raiſed to one hundred and twenty Pieces d 
Eight for every Piezs de Indias : By Piexa de In- 
dias is meant a Negro from fifteen to twenty five 
Years old: From eight to fifteen, and from 
twenty five to thirty five, three paſs for two: 
Beneath eight, and from thirty five to forty five, 
two paſs for one; ſucking Infants follow their 
Mothers without accompt. All above forty five 
Years, with the diſeaſed, are valued by Arbiters. 
Grillo's Licenſe was firſt for twenty four thouſand 
five hundred to be introduced in ſeven Years, at 
three thouſand five hundred per Annum, and one 
hundred Pieces of Eight Duty to the King for 
every Pieza, but afterwards extended to four more; 
and being expired, Autonio Garcia, and Don Se- 
baſtian Silvio took the Aſſiento for five Years, ad- 
vancing the King's Duty to one hundred and 
twelve Pieces of Eight and a half on every Piesa 
de Indias, which amonnted to four hundred and 
fifry thouſand Pieces of Eight for fonr thouſand, 
which they had liberty to introduce annually, 
according to this diſtribution : By Portobello two 
thouſand, for a ſupply of the Country thereabouts 
and Peru; by Cartagena ſeven hundred, for that 
Territory, and the great River of Magdalena; by 
Vera Crux, Honduras, Campeche, and the Havane, 
ſeven hundred; for the Leeward-Iflands fix hun- 
dred, wich were to be ſubdiſtributed thus, forty 
to Puerto Rico, one hundred and twenty to Ls Tri. 
nidad, Margarita, and Camana, two hundred and 
fifty to Guaira and Caiacos, fixty to ang 
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fifty to the Rio de la Hacha and Sama Martha ; 
eighty to Santo Domingo, more or leſs, according 
to the neceſſity of each place, which proportion 
I mention, becauſe it will be uſeful that they be 
known to ſuch as may deal in the Negro-Trade. 
Theſe Aſentiſtas had the liberty of buying their 
Negros of any Nation in Peace with this Crown, 
and were to pay for them in Gold or Silver, not 
in Fruits of the Indies. But if Holland ſhould hap- 
pen to be in War with Spain, Portugal, or England, 
then they were not obliged to the introduction 
of more than two thouſand yearly; and in 
caſe of England's being in War with Spain or Por- 
tugal, then to the introduction of three thouſand, 
paying the Duties correſpondent to thoſe num- 
bers. Aſſoon as their Agreement was made with 
the King, they came to me with ſeveral Propo- 
ſitions, in order to my recommending the ſame 
to the Royal Company, of which I only remem- 
ber theſe, that the Company would be obliged 
to place one thouſand Negros in Barbadoes, and a 
thouſand in Famaics yearly, to be delivered five 
hundred every fix Months in each Iſland, all of 
them to be of the Coaſt of Cape de Verde, and 
from that Cape to Chacheo, and the Yiſages, or of 
Angola: In cafe they had not the Negros every fix 
Months, the Company to pay the demurrage of 
their Ships, after the rate of chree thouſand Pieces 
of Eight each Month; as on the other fide, if 
they did not go to rake the ſaid Negros from the 
Iſlands at the times appointed, they ſhould pay 
the like Sum to the Company, per Menſem, du- 
ring the delay of taking them off. The Price 
they offered for every Negro Piexa de Indias, was 
one hundred and ten Pieces of Eight. At the 
ame time I was told, that they came to fome 
Agree- 
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Agreement with certain Perſons of Am/terdan, 
for other two thouſand to be placed for them a 


Curaz,ao, But I forbore giving the Company 


any trouble in this, becauſe I perceived here 3 
very powerful Party in the Council of Indies, to 
undermine, the execution of this Aſienmto, which 
had been carried on againſt the grain of that Pre. 
fident, by the then Favcurice Marquis de Vil 
Sierra; and it ſoon followed, that the Aſentiſa, 


wearied by a number of difficulties and various 


Contradictions, from the Commerce of Sevil⸗ 
and Lima, were forced to deſiſt from the Under- 
taking, which was immediately committed to 
the Conſulado of Seville, by whom it is now ma- 
naged on new Conditions ; the Subſtance where- 
of are, that they ſhall yearly pay to the King 
the Duties of Importation for two thouſand N. 
gros, which at one hundred and twenty Pieces of 
Eight for every Piexa de Indias, make two hun- 
dred aud forty chouſand Pieces of Eight per Au. 
num, but may carry as many more as they pleaſe, 
paying always the Duties at that rate, only, cart) 
more or leſs, they muſt pay for two thouſand, to 
the end the King may have a fixed Revenue on 
them, with . ſtrict prohibition not to buy any 
Negros from the Engliſh or Hollanders in any part 
of America; the Council imagining, that under 
the pretext of taking them at Jamaica, Barbadiei, 
or Curaxao, many European Commodities will be 
Imbarked, and ſpoil the Indian Markets, which 
are only to be furniſhed from the Contratatim- 
Houſe of Seville. But I do not ſee how the 
preſent Method will cure that inconvenience; 
tor the Engliſh and Dutch may. as well lodge 
Goods in their Factories of Guinny, to be export- 


ed thence to the Meſt- Indies, on the Ships 0 24 
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Conſulado coming thicher. for Blacks, as on the 
Leeward. Iſlands of America. em 44 44 
Sanni, The liberty of fenchag a thouſand 
Tun of Shipping. Vearly tg Bacon res would 
render conſiderable. Profic, .. being ſeated fifty 
Leagues up from the Mouth, of/the Rio de la Plata, 
and no other Town of note in that River, N 
Santa Fee, which. is forty Leagues fart her up; ſo 
as from hence are ſupplied not only the News 

bouring Provinces of Tucuman and Paraguay, 
alſo Chili and Pera, that part eſpecially near the 
Mines of Poreſi 3 whence, as ſoon as they hear of 
Ships arrived at this Port, is brought good ftore 
of Silver, Gold, and a fort of red Wool (uſed 
moſt for making of Hats) called Lana de Bicurna, 
which, and the vaſt quantities of Bull-Hides, 
wherewith the Country adjacent: to; Buenos Ayres 
aboundeth (very cheap there, and highly eſteem- 
ed in Eurcpe.) are the uſual returns from that 
place, and would be the exchange of great quan- 
ities of our Englijh Manufactures, it we could 
have the permiſſion of that Trade, which the 
Council of indie: now manageth by.

enſuing Years ; and if this Crown would apply 
to ſuch as mightundertake the abovefaid Aeſadas, 
or to the King our Maſter in their behalf, the 
Cuſtoms and Duties, payable on the Importati- 
on of our own' Goods and ManufaQtures into 
the Spaniſh Domiihions; or one Half thereof, it 
would make a good portion of the Security, and 
go hand in hand with their Disburſementz. 
What this will amount unto I cannot judge; but 
if the value of the whole Trade exported annu- 
ally out of England of late hath been'cotnputed 
(as I have heard) at two Millions and a half of 
Pounds Sterling, I gueſs that one Million thereof 
may come to the Spaniſh Dorhinions, and render 
effectually to the Cuftoms of rhis King (all the 
uſual Abatements and Cheats allowed) a hun- 
dred thouſand Pounds Sterling every Year. 

The Matter of my ſixth Propofition hath been 
an old Pretention formerly much ſollicited, and 
now again renewed by me, becauſe I find of 
late a greater likelihood than ever of his Catho- 
ick Majeſty's taking all the Spaniſh Wool into 
bis own hand, from which if England could re- 
<Ive it as the fole Merchant, and conſequently 
other Nations depend upon us for the diſtri- 
bution thereof to them, (being a Commodity ſo 
abfolutely neceſſary to all that deal in Woollen 
Manufactures) it would be a great advantage to 
aur Cloathing Trade, and always ready Money 
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to ſuch as could manage the ſame. Between 
thirty to forty thouſand Bags are commonly 
Exported every Year from Caſtile and Andalufu; 
the Purchaſe whereof will require a Stock of nexr 
two Millions of Pieces of Eight, which I am af. 
ſured the Merchants in England would eaſily raiſe 
for the enjoyment of ſo conſiderable a Benefit; 
and for a more individual notice of theſe Wools, 
the Sortment, Prizes, Duties, Commerce, and 
Diſtribution thereof throughout Europe, and 
ſome Parts of Africa, I refer you to an Extract, 
which ſhall go here encloſed, of a Diſcourſe I 
wrote when I was in England, in the Year 1668, 
at the Lord Keeper Bridgmans Requeſt, on the 
ſubje& of the whole Trade berween the Domi- 
nions of the Crowns of England and Spain; amidſt 
the variety of which Matter this of the Wools de- 
ſerved a particular Chapter. 

I have extended this Letter beyond the uſual 
bound, that I might explain my ſelf on thoſe 
Expedients offered- towards a Fund capable of 
entertaining the Succours, wherewith the King 
our Maſter may think it his Intereſt to ſupport 
this Monarchy : The Dominions whereof divi- 
ded by vaſt Seas, or the intervening Territories 
of other Princes, ſeem neceſſarily to require Na- 
val Afiiſtances, which I had rather they ſhould 
borrow of us than build of their own; andi 
they could be induced to maintain a Body of our 
Troops at Land (which ſurely, as I noted above, 
ought not to be at our Charge) and to make our 
Ships the Interlocutors between this Crown alt 
ics Members, ſcattered round the Globe of the 
Earth, and the Bridges of Communication be- 
tween them, it would, beſides many other ad- 


tages, iuſenſibly caſt them into a great dependane 
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on us, and is what we chiefly ought to drive at 
in an Alliance with the Houſe of Auſtria; where- 
fore in my Conferences with Don Fobn on this 
Subject, I ſelected ſuch particulars of Security 
abovementioned, as might at the ſame time pay 
our Expences, advance our Trade, and employ 
our Navigation: My Opinion being, that the 
ſureſt League, Defenſive and Offenſive, between 
Us and Spain, would be a League of Commerce, 
as the moſt effectual means of ſtrengthning our 
ſelves, and weakning our Enemies.

T HE Point of Information touching my Fa- 
mily I will not deny, it being true that the 
greateſt part of them are Papiſis; but this hath 
befallen me by a kind of inevitable neceſſit), 
which may be eſteemed my Misfortune rather 
than my Fault. | 

Had I been in England when His Majeſty was 
pieaſed to Honour me with the Character of his 
Embaſſador, I ſhould doubtleſs have choſen as 
many of my own Religion as I could have found 
fi for the ſeveral Functions of my Houle and 
bd and 3 been perſwaded 
to lo long a Voyage, But in the latter end of 
the Year 1671, the Earl of Sunderland coming 
Embaſſador Extraordinary, brought to me His 
Majeſty's Credentials to be Ambailador Ordinsr 
ry, being joined in Commiſſion wi 
| hip: Within five Manths the Earl was re. 
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and directed to Mother Embaſſy, my ſelf being 
commanded to reſide ſtill in this Court; but the 
condition of Affairs between the two Crowns 
was ſuch, till the Year 1674, as that every 
Month threatn'd a Rupture,bending my Thoughts 
more towards a ſpeedy returning home, than 
any longer Settlement here; however, I was, in 
the mean time, obliged to make my Publick En- 
try, and to appear with the Decency and Splen- 
dar befitting the Character His Majeſty had ho- 
noured me with: This, at ſo great a diſtance 
from England, was, at that time, impoflible for 
me to do, without ſerving my felt of ſuch as I 
could find on the place. Madrid is not as Pars, 
where dhe Engliſh and Scots ſwarm; nor is the 
Reformed Religion permitted as in France. I 
never ſaw any Spaniard that profeſſed it; fo as 
[ had no choice of Proteſtants, here being at that 
time, out of my Houſe, two only in Madrid, viz, 
a Merchant, and one other Gentleman. In 
which diſtreſs I was forced to enlarge and make 
up my Family of ſome Spaniards, but the greateſt 
part of His Majeſty's Subjects Iriſh and, others, 
that had been long bred in this Country, (and 
Infants many of them ) expelled out of their 
own by the fatal Calamities of Cromwe!'s Uſur- 
pation, in whoſe behalf Charicy conſpired with 
my own neceſſity of entertaining them; and yet 
| was ſo curious as (three or four excepted) I re- 
caved none but ſuch as had been uſed to the 
dervice of other Proteſtant Embaſſadors, and Mi- 
nfters here, Sir Richard Fanſhaw, the Earl of 
Sandwich, &c. in whoſe Houſes I had my ſelf 
obſerved them to have been very uſeful, and 
much eſteemed for their Honeſty and good De- 
partment, My Train being made up in this 
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manner, as the ſuddain occa i required, aul 


expecting, as I ſaid, ſmall continuance here; | 
was not over ſollicitous to ſend into England fir 
a new Company of Men, that could not be cho- 
ſen by my own Care and Inſpection; and which 
I had ſcarce reaſon to believe, at that time, could 
have overtaken me in Spain. of yh 
After the Peace with Holland was made, and 
things clearing up berween the two Crown; 
gave Cauſe of imagining, that this Embaſſy might 
proceed into a longer Reſidence, I wrote for ſe- 
veral Proteſtant Servants to be ſent, but (beſides a 
Chaplain) none came; and to this Day I have 
not been able to get ſome that I want much, nor 
ſeveral other things cut of England. I hope it 
will not be my Fate to be condemned for not 
doing what is not in my Power, but dependeth 
on the Will of others; whoever will be ſerved, 
muſt have ſuch 2s he can get, not always ſuch as 
he deſerveth. | 
Let it be conſidered, that T have been now 
near Ten Years in Portugal and Caſtile, under 
both Qualities of Envoy Extraordinary and Em- 
baſſador ; and if above Twenty Proteſtants had 
accompanied me, as there did Nine only out of 
England, ic would have been very- hard for ſo 
long a time, and in ſo remote a Country, to have 
kept half the number together ; Death, Miſde- 
meanors, deſire of better Imployment, or à na- 
tural longing after ones own Country, (which, 
I chiok, Eng/jſh-men, of all other Nations, haue 
moſt reaſon to breathe after) may reaſonably 
ſuppoſed would have deprived me of the felt; 
and when any of my Gentlemen; Pages, Foot- 
men, Coachmen, &c. happened to die, ot 


turned away for Diſorders, (as hath been U 
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times the caſe with me) it would have been a 
heavy task to be obliged to ſend conſtantly for 
a new ſupply of every one out of England, and 
to have left my neceſſary Service, in the mean 
time, deſolate. But how much foever it re- 
flecteth upon me, that my Houſe hath ſo many 
Papiſts, I owe to them this Teſtimony, that a 
more ingenious Company of Men have ſeldom 
concurred in any Embaſſadors Family here, as is 
well noted in Madrid, where they have alſo, in 
the general Eſtimation, a preference for decency 
of Comportment, and ſplendor of appearance in 
Publick Occaſions, to thoſe of all others who 
wear the like Character in this Court; though I 
am a Party concerned, I beg you to believe the 
Truth of this, which, I dare fay, all that have 
been here will atteſt, unleſs it be ſuch as have 
been diſmiſſed and forced to leave this Town 
for Robberies and other Villanies ( dete&ed by 
me) I am told are now in London, as full of Re- 
venge as their Names are here of Infamy. 
Queen Elizabeth was famous for her Zeal in 
the Reformation, and hatred to Popery, the In- 
tereſt of her State, as well as Conſcience, re- 
quired it; and yet for the moſt important Nego- 
tlations that occurred to her, throughout her 
Reign, ſhe ſent Viſcount Mountague, a Papiſt, her 
Embaſſador into Spain — In Hiſpaniata miſit An- 
tonium Brownum Montiſacuti, Vice Comitem, virum 
Spettate prudentiæ, ſed Romane Religioni deditiſſi- 
mum, eoque nomine Hiſpano gratiorem futurum, Cc. 
ſaith Cambden in his Annals: And- afterwards 
ſpeaking her eſteem of that Embaſſador, Eliza-

midſt the great Election ſhe had of others) to en- 
tertain, in this Court, an Embaſſador profelling 
a Religion-contrary to her own. What degree 
of Imprudence hath it been, for me to employ in 
my Stables, Buttery, &. and even in the Agen- 
cy of my Affairs, People that are Papiſts, eſpe- 
cially when I have not been able to procure others 
ſo well qualified for thoſe Purpoſes. My Office 
is not of Judicature, but Negotiation, which is 
known to be more difficult in this Court, than 
in any other of Europe, by reaſon of the great 
reſervedneſs of the Miniſters and People, and 
variety of Conduits through which the ſeveral 
buſineſſes continually paſs, occaſioned by the 
different Laws and Forms of the Kingdoms and 
Provinces united under this Crown; all which 
have their reſpective Councils in Madrid, where- 
with I have more to do than all the other Fo- 
reign Miniſters here, by reaſon of the vaſt ex- 
tent of our Commerce with all the parts of che 
Monarchy. Beſides the ſecular Tribunals, I am 
forced to ſollicite, every Day, the Clergy, the Re- 
ligicus Orders, the. Inquiſition, for the dependances 
of one or other of our Factories have large ex- 


perience and fruit of this; and His Majelly 
would have more. numerous Teftimonics of it 
than he hath, if ic were the Stile for ſuch as ate 
daily relieved, and grow cich under the Protea 
on of this Embaſly, to go as often to White-bal

for me to overcome many Difficulties, if it x

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not been my Fortune to perſwade ſome of the

Conduct, thoſe Abilities which might have en- 
tituled them to much more profitable Employ- 
ments, if their Religion were not a bar to them 
at home, and their being Foreigners here. 

Yet if my Family prove my Fault, I am more 
innocent, even in that, than the other Embaſſa- 
dots and Miniſters of Proteſtant Princes, and Re- 
ſdents here, Denmark, Holland, Br „Ge. 
ſince putting all the Prozeffants in their ſeveral 
Houſes together, they will ſearce exceed the 
number of mine; which, however, is no great 
exaggeration ; for the Daniſh Embaſſador, who 
hath been here eight Years, and hath not had 
one Proteſtant in his Houſe theſe five paſt, but all 
Roman Catholicks, though himſelf be a ſevere Le- 
theran. And another Dawſh Embaſſador, Mon- 
fieur Give, newly arrived from England, hath 
brought only four of his own Religion, the reſt 
all Papiſts, Monſieur Tonghel, the late Swediſh 
Envoy, lived here about nine Years in as much 
Splendor as any of that Character, and dyin 
ſome Months ago in the conſtant Profeſſion o 
the Religion of his Country, was buried out of 
Town in the open Field; for though I uſed much 
endeavour to get him Interred in a Church, they 
would not grant it; and yet ſince the firſt Year 
of his coming hither he had not one Proteſlant in 
his Houſe. I make not theſe Inſtances as a Ju- 
ſtification, but to ſhew only what frequently 
Cane d, to Proeſiam Miniſters in this 
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- Aﬀeer all, if His Majeſty pleaſe that I diſmik 
any part of my Family, and take others, I wil 
uſe all means poſſible with my Friends in Ex- 
land, to ſend me over a new ſupply of Proteſtants 
for throughout all theſe Countries none are t0 
be found that will ſerve; the Merchants in the 
Ports being more profitably employed, which at 
this great diſtance from home, is all the Re 

I can apply to a Diſeaſe that I have not ſought, 


but hath overtaken me in the courſe of my Re- 


ſidence here; profeſſing again ſeriouſly, as above, 
that I never admitted one into my Houſe for be- 
ing a Papiſt, but for ſome other Quality which

T HE Marquis of Agropoli and Mondexar hath, 
1 by the follicitation of his Friends here, 
prevented his Tranſportation to Oran or Melilla, 
as was at firſt deſigned, and hath permiſſion to 
remain at a Franciſcan Convent, about a League 
from Malaga; the Point of Accuſation ag 

him is not Publick. Diner 
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Divers other Perſons have been of late com- 
manded to depart from Court, on the fuggeſtion, 
5 tis ſaid, of their too familiar Correſpondence 
with ſome of the Foreign Embaſſadors. His Ca- 
tholick Majeſty hath conferred the Title of a 
Marquis, in Caftille, on Don Diego de Velaſco, in 
conſideration of his Father, and his own Ser- 
vices ; the former having been Governour to Don 
Toby of Auſtria in his Childhood, and the latter 
continuing firm in all times to his Fortunes; ha- 
ring been his active Agent in this Court, during 
the Queen's Government, and at preſent Gentle- 
man of his Bed-Chamber. _ 

Laſt Week the Council of State had a very 
long Seflion on the Conde of Monterey's Buſineſs, 
who hath been retired at Siguenza, ſince his re- 
vocation from Catalunna, on an Accuſation of 
Miſcarriage in that Government; but what they 
reſolved is not yet Publick. 

The Solemnity which was intended in this 
Court by Count Trautſon, Embaſſador of the Em- 
peror, for the Birth of the young Arch-Duke of 
Auſtria, being ſuſpended by occaſion of His Ex- 
cellency's Death, was performed on Wedneſday, 
Thurſday, and Friday laſt, by the Count of Bercka, 
Envoy Extraordinary from the Emperor, with 
great Magnificence and Generofity, a Triumphal 
Arch of exquiſite Fireworks being erected and 
conſumed each Day, with two Fountains of 
Wine, Red and White, continually running out 
of the two Beaks of an Imperial Eagle, which 
was placed upon an artificial Precipice, or Rock; 
all the Balconies in his Houſe having two great 
Wax-Torches in each, which, after burning ſome 
ume, were every Night thrown down among 
the crowd of People.

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Letters from Cadiz, of the 13rb Inffant'advile, 
the Spaniſh Armada from 2 5 ten Sail, were 
arrived off that Port, the Govertivur of that 
Place ſuſpending to admit their coming into the 
Bay till Orders from Madrid; it being thought 
they would be ſent to Cateen 1 Victual, which 
they needed, into Galicia, where it would be done 
parts cheaper than in Andaluſia.
